Specific  committee  assignments  shall  modify  and  control 
general  assignments. 

Each  standing  committee  shall  be  comprised  of  three 
Board  members,  ((except  that  the  Finance  Committee  shall  be 
comprised  of  five  Board  members.)) 

In  the  event  that  the  scope  of  committee  assignments  may 
be  conflicting,  overlapping  or  ambiguous,  the  President  shall 
determine  and  designate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Board, 
the  committee  which  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  a  particular 
matter. 

Should  a  particular  matter  be  referred  to  a  joint  committee, 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  designated  first  by  the  Presi- 
dent in  his  order  of  referral  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
joint  committee.) 
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Inasmuch  as  the  text  of  the  foregoing  amendment  had  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  by  the  President  on  January  8,  1968,  the  Board 
impliedly  waived  the  requirement  of  Rule  3  of  the  Board's  Rules  of 
Order  to  the  effect  that  one  week's  notice  of  an  amendment  must  be 
given  by  inclusion  in  the  Board  calendar.

REPORT  BY  SUPERVISOR  BLAKE  ON  HIS  RECENT  TRIP  TO 
NEW  YORK  AND  WASHINGTON,  D.C.,  WITH  MAYOR  ALIOTO 
FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  STIMULATING  ADDITIONAL  INDUS- 
TRIAL ACTIVITY  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Supervisor  Blake  reported  that  in  Washington,  D.C..  he  and  Mayor 
Alioto  had  talked  first  with  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  who  had  told 
them  that  at  the  present  time  no  ships  are  being  built  under  government 
auspices.  However,  the  Economic  Development  Administration  has 
promised  to  undertake,  without  cost  to  the  City,  a  survey  to  determine 
how  Bethlehem  Shipyard  might  be  converted  to  other  uses  in  order 
to  provide  additional  jobs  for  San  Francisco.  Unfortunately,  the  Navy 
held  out  no  hope  for  increasing  the  number  of  employments  at  Hunters 
Point  Naval  Shipyard. 

In  New  York  Supervisor  Blake  and  the  Mayor  interviewed  first  the 
President  of  American  Airlines  and  urged  that  the  company  select  San 
Francisco  as  the  site  for  construction  of  a  new  jet  engine  overhaul 
base.  Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  such  a  facility  would  create  5.400 
new  jobs  with  a  total  payroll  of  about  $59  million. 

Then  they  talked  with  the  President  of  Bethlehem  Steel  Corporation, 
who  promised  to  cooperate  fully  with  the  Economic  Development  Ad- 
ministration in  their  study  of  possible  other  uses  of  the  Bethlehem 
Shipyard  in  San  Francisco.  Next,  Mayor  Alioto  and  Supervisor  Blake 
talked  to  representatives  of  Equitable  Life  Insurance  Company,  who 
promised  to  look  into  possibilities  of  investing  in  construction  of  low- 
cost  housing  in  San  Francisco.

Mr.  Paulson,  speaking  for 
himself  as  an  owner  of  property  in  the  area,  questioned  the  engineering 
feasibility  of  one  of  the  City  Planning  Department's  proposals.  He 
said  that  while  the  Reclamation  District  has  not  filed  an  application 
with  the  Bay  Area  Conservation  District  for  permission  to  fill  the  Bay. 
it  is  the  thought  of  the  District  that  they  and  the  City  might  join  to- 
gether in  a  proposal  for  the  completion  of  the  reclamation  project. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  urged  adoption  of  the  subject  legislation  as 
a  means  of  bringing  about  an  orderly  desirable  development  within 
the  area.  The  Reclamation  District  has  been  in  existence  for  thirteen 
years  without  having  brought  to  the  Board's  attention  an  industrial 
development  plan.  The  City  and  County  endorsed  the  creation  of  the 
Bay  Area  Conservation  District  and  should  not  now  ask  the  District 
to  grant  permission  to  one  person  to  fill  a  portion  of  the  Bay. 

Supervisor  Ertola  stated  that  the  Reclamation  District  was  created 
by  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  submerged  land.  Individuals 
bought  property  there  in  reliance  on  that  policy.  He  said  that  if  funds 
were  available  now  to  implement  the  City  Planning  Department  plan, 
he  would  favor  that  plan,  but  under  the  circumstances,  he  felt  the  City 
should  not  deter  any  activity  by  private  industry  from  which  additional 
tax  revenue  and  employments  would  accrue. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  stated  that  he  would  vote  in  favor  of  the  subject 
proposal  because  the  Board  would  soon  have  the  opportunity  to  con- 
sider a  plan  for  a  comprehensive  development  of  the  area.  However, 
if  a  practical  plan  is  not  presented  to  the  Board  in  July,  he  would  not 
be  willing  to  keep  these  property  owners  waiting  any  longer.

Committee  consideration  of  legislation  pending  in  the  State  Legislature 
dealing  with  the  future  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway  Dis- 
trict. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  as  a  member  of  the  Tri-Partite 
Transportation  Committee  he  has  been  meeting  each  month  with  Com- 
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niittce  members  from  Marin  County  and  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Dis- 
trict. There  has  been  in  recent  months  a  strong  move  in  that  group 
for  an  expression  from  all  three  of  these  jurisdictions  as  to  the  future 
of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  District.  One  of  the  Bridge  District  Direc- 
tors has  introduced  a  resolution  in  the  Tri-Partite  Committee  asking 
the  Committee  to  go  on  record  favoring  perpetuation  of  the  Bridge 
District. 

Supervisor  Morrison  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  AB  174,  pro- 
viding for  the  dissolution  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Highway 
District,  and  AB  175,  increasing  the  number  of  members  of  the  Dis- 
trict Board  of  Directors  and  authorizing  the  District  to  establish  and 
operate  any  and  all  modes  of  transportation  between  Marin  County 
and  San  Francisco,  have  both  been  referred  to  State  and  National 
Affairs  Committee.  He  said  that  it  appears  that  these  bills  offer  a  ready 
vehicle  for  expression  of  an  official  opinion  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  requested  that  the  Committee  schedule  hearings  on  these  two  bills 
in  the  near  future. 

Reference  to  Committee. 

Authorizing  a  study  by  San  Francisco  and  Marin  County  jointly  of 
the  economic  and  technical  feasibility  of  establishing  ferry  boat  service 
between  the  two  counties. 

File  No.  285-68-2. 

Supervisor  Morrison  recalled  that  by  Resolution  No.  639-67,  adopted 
October  2,  1967,  the  Board  went  on  record  urging  that  City,  County, 
District,  and  State  authorities  proceed  as  a  first  and  immediate  priority 
to  prosecute  reports  and  plans  for  a  high-speed,  modern  passenger 
ferry  service  between  San  Francisco  and  Marin  County.  In  order  that 
action  may  be  taken  to  implement  that  declaration  of  policy,  it  has 
become  apparent  to  members  of  the  Tripartite  Transportation  Com- 
mittee that  San  Francisco  and  Marin  County  should  undertake  a  study 
of  the  feasibility  of  establishing  ferry  boat  service  between  the  two 
counties. 

Supervisor  Morrison,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Blake,  moved  that  the 
Streets  and  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Board  hold  hearings  with 
a  view  to  authorizing  and  recommending  implementation  of  a  study 
by  San  Francisco  and  Marin  County  jointly  of  the  economic  and  tech- 
nical feasibility  of  establishing  ferry  boat  service  between  the  two  coun- 
ties. 

No  objection  and  motion  adopted.

She  expressed  her  hope  that 
these  would  be  explored  in  detail  so  that  any  precipitous,  premature 
action  might  be  avoided. 
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Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  he  felt  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen's 
comments  merited  consideration  and  that  he  and  Supervisor  Pelosi 
would  discuss  the  subject  of  development  of  Market  Street  with  Mayor 
Alioto  at  the  conclusion  of  today's  Board  meeting.

Mr.  James  K.  Carr,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  explained 
that  the  master  plan  concept  for  the  new  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  being  presented  today  was  enabled  through  the  passage  of  the 
airport  bond  issue  last  year^  and  the  job  of  preparing  schematic  plans 
was  turned  over  to  the  joint  venture  firm  of  J.  Carl  Warneke  and  Drey- 
fuss  &  Blackford,  Architects. 

Mr.  J.  Carl  Warneke  introduced  his  staff,  who  presented  a  compre- 
hensive report  through  the  use  of  charts,  models,  photographs  and 
plans  to  depict  the  planned  expansion  of  the  Airport. 

Supervisors  Ertola,  Blake  and  Tamaras  then  presented  questions  to 
Mr.  Carr  to  clarify  their  understanding  of  the  proposed  project. 

Mr.  Carr  concluded  by  stating  the  expansion  of  the  Airport  as  con- 
ceived will  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  compact  in  the  world  and 
that  it  would  be  the  nucleus  of  a  Bay  Area  regional  airport  and  a 
model  for  other  cities  throughout  the  nation  to  copy. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  presentation  the  Chair  thanked  the  archi- 
tects and  Mr.  Carr  for  their  report,  and  consideration  of  the  Board's 
regular  Calendar  of  matters  was  taken  up.

STATEMENT  BY  SUPERVISOR  TAMARAS  RELATIVE 
TO  SALARY  STANDARDIZATION  ORDINANCE 

Your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  presents  to  you  today 
its  recommendations  in  connection  with  File  No.  270-67-1,  the  Salary 
Standardization  Ordinance  of  1968  for  Miscellaneous  Employees  pur- 
suant to  Sections  151  and  151.1  of  the  Charter. 

Each  member  of  the  Board  has  before  him  today  a  copy  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission's  Salary  and  Wage  Survey  dated  February 
5,  1968;  a  copy  of  the  Commission's  letter  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors under  date  of  February  14,  1968,  transmitting  a  draft  of  the 
administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance 
as  recommended  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission;  and  a  copy  of  the 
Commission's  letter  dated  February  28,  1968,  addressed  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board,  transmitting  supplemental  recommendations  for  salary 
increases  and  other  revisions  of  the  proposed  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance.  The  foregoing  constitute  a  comprehensive  compilation 
of  Commission  recommendations.  Also  before  each  Board  member 
today  is  the  pamphlet  dated  March  1  entitled  "Recommendations  of 
the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  in  Connection  with  the  Sal- 
ary and  Wage  Survey  1967-1968"  which  reffects  the  compensation 
schedule  recommendations  of  the  Committee. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS:  The  Civil  Service  Commission 
has  considered  and  decided  upon  numerous  and  varied  requests  for 
amendments  to  the  administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary  Standard- 
ization Ordinance,  affecting  working  conditions  of  the  employees  in- 
volved. Of  these  requests,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has  recom- 
mended approval  of  13,  as  enumerated  in  the  Commission's  letter  of 
February  14. 
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The  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  studied  intensively  these 
administrative  provisions,  giving  careful  attention  to  representations 
made  both  verbally  and  in  writing  by  interested  individuals  and  rep- 
resentatves  of  organizations.  As  a  result,  the  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Board  approve  and  adopt  only  the  amendments  to  the  admin- 
istrative provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  appearing 
in  the  copy  of  the  ordinance  furnished  you  at  this  meeting.  Any 
additions  or  deletions  proposed  by  the  members  would  have  to  be  the 
subject  of  an  appropriate  motion  to  amend. 

Briefly,  the  changes  in  the  administrative  provisions  recommended 
by  the  Committee  are  as  follows: 

Section  II  (A)  (1) — Work  Schedule.  This  is  a  new  section  which 
would  authorize  permanent  employees  to  be  assigned  with  pay,  but 
not  to  exceed  twenty  hours  in  any  one  week,  to  attend  classes  during 
working  hours.  These  classes  would  be  in  educational  institutions 
approved  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
paring for  promotion  to  higher  classifications.  The  amendment  lists 
the  safeguards  for  the  administration  of  this  provision.  The  only  costs 
would  be  those  involved  should  replacements  be  required.  Funds  for 
such  replacements  could  be  made  available  from  the  compensation 
reserve.    No  cost  estimate  is  possible. 

Section  IV  (A) — Additional  Compensation.  This  is  a  simple  tech- 
nical amendment  to  change  the  name  of  Hassler  Health  Home  to 
Hassler  Hospital.   No  cost  is  involved. 

Section  IV  (F) — Additional  Compensation.  This  provides  a  IV2  % 
premium  to  employees  assigned  to  EDP  project  work  comparable  to 
the  work  performed  by  the  Controller's  EDP  Project  Staff  but  in 
departments  other  than  the  Controller's  Oflfice.  The  annual  cost  of 
this  amendment  is  estimated  at  $600. 

Section  V  (A) — Overtime.  This  amendment  will  limit  overtime  to 
emergency  situations  in  the  same  manner  as  overtime  is  limited  for 
those  classes  whose  compensations  are  fixed  by  the  Salary  Standardiza- 
tion Ordinance  adopted  pursuant  to  Section  151.3  of  the  Charter. 
Replacement  on  a  day  for  day  basis  at  straight  time  could  result  in 
an  overall  saving  of  $50,000.  However,  the  Legislative  and  Personnel 
Committee  recommends  that  this  proposal  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission be  adopted  with  the  exception  of  the  Log  Cabin  Ranch  School 
and  the  Hidden  Valley  School  for  Boys,  which  will  continue  to  operate 
under  an  extended  work  week.  Therefore,  the  annual  saving  is  esti- 
mated at  $38,000. 

Section  VII — Method  of  Payment.  (A)  First  Paragraph;  (C)  Third 
Paragraph;  (C)  Fourth  Paragraph.  These  are  technical  amendments 
in  order  to  clarify  and  explain  procedures  which  are  followed  in  set- 
ting salaries  of  appointees,  and  in  calculating  salary  increments  in 
particular  types  of  appointive  procedures  as  indicated  in  the  amend- 
ment.  No  cost  is  involved. 

Section  VII — Method  of  Payment.  (B)  (G).  The  amendment  of 
these  two  paragraphs  is  recommended  in  order  to  require  an  employee 
who  has  a  special  protected  rate  of  pay  in  excess  of  the  compensa- 
tion schedule  established  for  his  class,  to  take  all  steps  possible  to 
promote  himself  to  a  higher  classificaation  with  a  compensation  sched- 
ule in  line  or  more  in  line  with  his  protected  rate.    Section  VII  (G) 
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is  also  amended  to  clarify  the  original  intent  of  this  section  which  was 
to  grant  this  special  consideration  only  to  regular  permanent  civil 
service  or  permanent  exempt  appointees.  No  cost  is  involved.  The 
Commission's  recommendation  has  been  further  modified  by  the  Com- 
mittee which  has  deleted  the  words  "or  entrance"  with  respect  to  the 
necessity  for  an  employee  to  file  for  and  compete  in  an  examination 
in  order  to  maintain  his  eligibility  for  receipt  of  his  protected  salary. 

Section  VII — Method  of  Payment  (D).  This  amendment  provides 
that  if  the  maintenance  of  personnel  records  is  converted  to  electronic 
data  processing  during  fiscal  year  1968-69,  then  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission is  authorized  to  provide  by  rule,  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  for  the  advancement  of  employees  in  increment 
steps  in  the  compensation  schedule  on  the  basis  of  actual  number  of 
days  worked  rather  than  on  the  basis  of  the  anniversary  of  appoint- 
ment date.   No  cost  estimate  is  possible. 

With  respect  to  the  other  recommendations  for  changes  in  the  ad- 
ministrative provisions  made  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  which 
were  disapproved  by  a  majority  of  the  Committee,  it  is  to  be  noted 
for  the  record  that  Supervisor  Morrison  moved  adoption  thereof,  and 
that  his  motions  were  defeated. 

Also,  with  regard  to  Section  V — Overtime  (A)  (1st  paragraph), 
noted  above,  which  confines  overtime  to  emergency  situations  and 
permits  an  extended  work  week  only  at  Log  Cabin  Ranch  School  and 
Hidden  Valley  School  for  Boys,  Supervisor  Morrison  dissented  from 
the  action  of  the  Committee  majority  and  noted  for  the  record  that 
he  voted  in  favor  of  rejecting  the  Commission's  recommendation  in 
its  entirety,  as  urged  by  city  employee  organizations.  The  majority 
of  the  Committee  voted  to  limit  overtime  as  set  forth  above,  which 
will  presumably  create  additional  employments  at  regular  time  with  a 
consequent  saving  as  opposed  to  an  extended  work  week  at  premium 
time,  and  which  will  further  implement  the  principle  of  the  40-hour 
week  as  urged  by  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council  and  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Building  and  Construction  Trades  Council. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Com- 
mittee that  such  proposed  amendments  to  the  administrative  provi- 
sions of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  be  adopted,  and  there- 
fore they  are  included  in  the  comprehensive  motion  for  amendment 
with  which  I  opened  these  remarks. 

SCHEDULE  OF  COMPENSATIONS:  The  Legislative  and  Per- 
sonnel Committee  presents  to  the  Board  its  recommendations  for 
amendment  of  the  schedule  of  compensations.  The  members  of  the 
Committee  have  made  their  recommendations  with  a  full  awareness 
of  the  needs  of  the  community,  the  services  rendered  by  the  em- 
ployees, the  requirement  for  maintenance  of  equitable  relationships, 
the  mandate  of  the  people  as  set  forth  in  the  Charter  that  compensa- 
tions shall  be  in  accord  with  the  generally  prevailing  rates  of  wages 
for  like  service  and  working  conditions,  and  the  property  tax  base. 

Each  half-schedule  number  (.5)  represents  approximately  a  IVi  % 
increase  above  the  next  lower  schedule  number,  and  each  full  schedule 
(for  example,  Schedule  21  compared  with  Schedule  20)  represents 
approximately  a  5%   increase  above  the  next  lower  schedule. 
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The  miscellaneous  employees  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, those  covered  by  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  before 
you  today,  number  13,482,  divided  into  1,196  classifications. 

I  quote  the  following  tabulation  showing,  generally  and  approxi- 
mately but  as  accurately  as  possible,  the  increases  provided  for  mis- 
cellaneous employees  in  1967  and  those  which  this  year  are  recom- 
mended by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and/ or  Legislative  and  Per- 
sonnel Committee:

It  should  be  noted  that  of  the  total  amount  of  increases  granted, 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  estimates  that  approximately  $132,000 
is  attributable  to  new  positions  created  during  the  period  which  has 
elapsed  since  March,  1967. 

Also  noteworthy  is  the  total  of  requested  salary  increases,  referred 
by  the  Board  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  on  February  19,  1968, 
aggregating  $4,252,213,  which  was  in  addition  to  the  $8,514,144  pre- 
viously recommended  by  the  Commission  on  February  5,   1968. 

An  even  more  graphic  picture  of  the  salary  requests  and  recom- 
mendations is  set  forth  in  the  tabulation  which  appears  below:

It  is  to  be  emphasized  that  the  total  costs  involved  will  not  necessar- 
ily be  reflected  in  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year's  budget  total.  Many  of 
the  employees  affected  have  not  yet,  nor  will  they  in  the  next  suc- 
ceeding fiscal  year  or  possibly  three  fiscal  years  attain  the  maxima  of 
their  respective  salary  ranges. 

COMMISSION  AND  COMMITTEE  RATIONALE:  The  Civil 
Service  Commission  at  a  meeting  held  on  January  17,  1968,  approved, 
as  amended,  the  staff  salary  and  wage  survey  report  for  1968-69,  and 
ordered  the  submission  of  its  recommended  schedule  of  compensa- 
tions to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  In  taking  its  action,  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission,  in  effect,  generally  increased  the  compensations  for 
employees  in  classifications  at  Schedule  23.5  ($593-721)  or  below  by 
two  full  schedule  steps,  or  10%.  The  Commission,  and  the  Legis- 
lative and  Personnel  Committee,  combined  to  generally  increase  the 
compensations  for  other  employees  by  one  step,  or  5%.  In  each  cate- 
gory, there  are  relatively  minor  variations. 

The  record  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission's  proceedings  will  show 
that  the  action  of  the  Commission  was  based  upon  the  interpretation 
by  the  Commission  of  the  data  that  had  been  presented  to  it.  We  have 
been  informed  that  taking  into  account  the  general  inflationary  proc- 
ess, the  fact  that  the  data  before  it  represented  the  salary  situation  as 
of  the  beginning  of  the  calendar  year  (January,  1968),  and  further, 
that  such  data  was  to  be  the  basis  for  consideration  of  salaries  for 
City  and  County  employees  for  the  period  July  1,  1968,  through  June 
30,  1969,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  concluded  that  the  data  before 
it  should  be  given  liberal  interpretation.  On  the  basis  of  such  liberal 
interpretation,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  justifies  its  recommended 
increases. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  with  its  staff,  under  Section  151  of 
the  Charter,  represents  the  expert  body  in  these  matters,  and  upon  its 
findings  and  conclusions,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  must  place  some 
measure  of  reliance.  Within  certain  procedural  limitations,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  has  the  authority  to  approve,  amend,  or  to  reject  the 
schedules  of  compensations  proposed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion. After  public  hearing,  and  after  a  comprehensive  and  detailed 
study  of  the  report  of  the  recommendations  submitted  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  and  the  data  and  arguments  submitted  by  em- 
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ployees  and  employee  organization  representatives,  it  was  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  that  there  was  no 
valid  basis  upon  which  the  Committee  could  recommend  that  the  in- 
creases proposed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  be  cut  back  or 
rejected. 

The  recommendations  for  salary  schedule  changes  made  by  the 
Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee,  in  addition  to  those  presented 
by  the  Commission,  were  required  in  order  to  maintain  equitable 
relationships  within  the  compensation  classification  pl?n.  The  overall 
reduction  recommended  by  the  Committee  is  $398,198,  as  set  forth 
above. 

CONCLUSION:  Your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee,  Super- 
visor Roger  Boas,  Supervisor  Jack  Morrison  and  the  writer,  has  held 
five  separate  sessions  of  several  hours'  duration  each,  during  daytime 
and  evening  hours,  in  order  to  give  mature  deliberation  to  the  impor- 
tant matter  of  salary  standardization.  It  has  conducted  an  exhaustive 
study  of  the  data  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  individ- 
ual employees,  other  interested  persons,  and  organizations.  The  Coun- 
sel of  all  members  of  the  Board  was  cordially  invited  at  any  or  all  of 
those  meetings,  and  the  Committee  welcomed  that  which  was  offered.

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Blake,  George  Grubb,  Gen- 
eral Manager,  Personnel,  and  Commissioner  Yori  Wada  explained  the 
procedures  by  which  the  Civil  Service  Commission  salary  recommen- 
dations were  reached. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  McCarthy  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  question  of  salaries  might  be  subject  to  arbitration,  as  sug- 
gested by  a  communication  received  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Deputy  City  Attorney  Stark  advised  that  the  Board  cannot  delegate 
its  power  and  duty  to  an  arbitration  board;  and  that,  even  if  it  could, 
time  limits  would  not  permit  arbitration.

Hearing  of  Protests — Improvement  of  Madison  and  Pioche  Streets 
between  Gambier  Street  and  Valmar  Terrace. 

Board  of  Supervisors  to  hear  protests,  if  any,  of  all  persons  interested 
in  the  following  described  work  done  or  in  the  warrant,  assessment, 
or  diagram  for  pay  of  the  cost  of  the  same,  or  in  any  property  affected 
thereby:  Improvement  of  Madison  and  Pioche  Streets  between  Gam- 
bier Street  and  Valmar  Terrace  by  O.  C.  Jones  and  Sons,  as  described 
in  Declaration  of  Intention,  Order  No.  72060  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  dated  March  4,  1966.

Mr.  Herman  Beneke,  representing  the  Citv  Engineer,  advised  that 
the  department  has  had  discussions  with  architects,  owners,  and  attor- 
neys for  appellants  and  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  assess- 
ments are  fair  and  equitable  as  they  stand.  The  department  recom- 
mends no  change.

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Mr.  W.  M.  Pinney,  Jr.,  representing  owners  of  Lot  35,  Block  5907, 
distributed  to  Board  members  a  comparison  of  costs  and  assessments 
of  lots  on  Madison  Street  and  a  statement  of  assessments  proposed  by 
appellant,  a  copy  of  each  of  which  is  contained  in  File  No.  227-66. 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  explained  how  the  individual  assess- 
ments were  determined.  Herman  Benecke,  representing  the  City  Engi- 
neer, stated  that  each  property  had  been  treated  the  same.  Because 
the  valuations  placed  upon  the  properties  have  since  been  raised  by 
the  Assessor,  each  property  could  be  charged  more  for  the  subject 
improvement;  however,  the  Department  has  attempted  to  keep  the 
assessments  as  close  as  possible  to  the  figures  originally  quoted  to  the 
property  owners.

Bruce  Hyman,  representing  Robert  Erickson,  owner  of  Lots  46  and 
47,  Block  5946,  stated  that  the  improvement  had  cut  off  access  to  his 
client's  garage.  It  will  cost  $1,000  to  put  in  another  driveway;  there- 
fore it  is  not  felt  that  this  property  benefited  to  the  amount  assessed 
against  it.  Mr.  Hyman  requested  that  the  assessment  be  reduced  by 
$1,000.

Director  of  Planning  Jacobs  briefly  reviewed  the  history  of  the  ap- 
plication and  the  reasons  for  the  decision  of  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission.

Supervisor  Pelosi  said  he  opposes  the  rezoning  because  this  is  a 
residential  neighborhood.  The  City  is  spending  a  considerable  amount 
of  money  for  oflf-street  parking  to  accommodate  patrons  of  the  Chest- 
nut Street  merchants;  the  addition  of  another  supermarket  in  the  area 
would  take  patrons  from  the  existing  merchants  on  Clement  Street. 
In  his  opinion,  Supervisor  Pelosi  said  he  felt  construction  of  apart- 
ments on  this  site  would  be  much  more  to  the  public  interest  than 
would  a  market. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  said  that  the  overriding  reason  for  her 
opposition  was  the  fact  that  the  Marina  Civic  Improvement  and  Prop- 
erty Owners  Association  opposed  the  rezoning.  She  added  that  the 
rezoning  of  this  property  would  amount  to  creeping  commercialism. 
There  is  no  real  need  for  another  market  in  this  location.  Such  a 
development  would  impede  the  flow  of  traffic,  which  already  is  very 
congested. 

Supervisors  Mailliard,  Tamaras,  Blake,  and  Ertola  concurred  with 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee. 

Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  he  would  vote  in  favor  of  the  rezon- 
ing because  he  felt  the  proposal  is  well-designed,  the  existence  of  the 
Safeway  Store  in  the  area  must  be  taken  into  account,  plus  the  fact 
that  the  remainder  of  the  area  is,  in  fact,  commercial  in  character. 
The  service  stations,  restaurant,  and  antique  shop  all  contribute  to  a 
commercial  character.

Supervisor  Morrison  said 
that  while  he  has  great  sympathy  for  the  need  to  preserve  the  eco- 
nomic integrity  of  the  Chestnut  Street  merchants,  it  is  not  anticipated 
that  patronage  of  the  proposed  Lucky  Market  would  come  from  pa- 
trons of  Chestnut  Street.

The  helicopters 
being  loaned  cost  $49,000  each  when  they  were  purchased  new  in 
1955. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Morrison,  Captain  Zaragoza 
of  the  Police  Department  Traffic  Bureau  stated  that  he  felt  the  use 
of  helicopters  for  traffic  control  was  more  efficient  and  less  costly  than 
the  use  of  television  cameras  set  up  at  key  locations.

Public  hearing  on  proposed  amendment  of  redevelopment  plan  for 
The  Embarcadero-Lower  Market  Approved  Redevelopment  Project 
Area  E-1. 

File  No.  73-68. 

The  Clerk  announced  that  the  hearing  today  is  a  joint  hearing.  The 
Redevelopment  Agency  has  agreed  to  conduct  its  hearing  concurrently 
with  that  of  the  Board.  A  quorum  of  the  Agency  is  present.  All 
testimony  given  today  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  Agency  and  the  Board. 
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At  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing,  the  Board  may  want  to  consider 
taking  a  short  recess  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  the  Agency  to 
formulate  its  recommendation.  When  the  Board  has  reconvened,  the 
Agency  will  report  its  recommendations  and  thereafter  the  Board  may 
take  such  action  as  is  appropriate  with  respect  to  the  ordinance  pend- 
ing before  the  Board. 

Mr.  E.  Glenn  Isaacson,  Assistant  Executive  Director  of  the  Redevel- 
opment Agency,  introduced  the  following  members  of  the  Redevelop- 
ment Agency:  Walter  F.  Kaplan,  Chairman;  Stanley  E.  Jensen,  and 
Francis  J.  Solvin. 

Mr.  Robert  Rumsey,  Director  of  Project  Operations,  Redevelop- 
ment Agency,  presented  a  prepared  statement,  a  copy  of  which  is 
contained  in  File  No.  73-68-2. 

Mr.  Jack  Barren,  Coordinator  of  the  Market  Street  Task  Force, 
presented  a  prepared  statement,  a  copy  of  which  is  contained  in  File 
No.  73-68-2. 

Mr.  Thomas  R.  Kuesel  of  Parsons  Brinckerhoff-Tudor-Bechtel  ex- 
plained the  schedule  for  construction  of  the  rapid  transit  facilities. 

Mr.  Nathan  Cooper,  Controller  of  the  City  and  County,  stated  that 
he  did  not  feel  the  provision  for  issuance  of  some  fifteen  million  dol- 
lars worth  of  bonds  by  the  Agency,  the  principal  and  interest  of 
which  will  be  payable  from  portions  of  ad  valorem  taxes  realized  from 
the  Redevelopment  Project  Area  E-I,  is  a  good  investment  because 
the  people  of  the  City  and  County  have  not  expressed  their  opinion 
thereon.  Mr.  Cooper  said  he  is  convinced  the  necessary  tax  incre- 
ments are  available;  however,  the  issue  must  be  determined  by  the 
courts  before  any  bonds  are  sold,  since  investors  must  be  absolutely 
certain  this  is  a  legal  obligation  of  the  Agency. 

In  response  to  questions.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Robert  Kenealey 
advised  the  Board  that  the  proposal  under  consideration  is  legal.  He 
added  that  general  obligation  bonds  could  no  doubt  be  issued  at  a 
later  date  to  pay  tor  any  increase  in  cost  of  finishing  the  Davis  Street 
rapid  transit  station;  the  legislation  before  the  Board  at  this  time  would 
not  prohibit  the  issuance  of  general  obligation  bonds. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  if  the  action  by  the  Agency  and 
the  Board  is  contemplated  today,  he  would  propose  simultaneous 
adoption  by  the  Board  of  a  resolution  indicating  the  Board's  intention 
to  use  tax  increment  revenues  from  other  redevelopment  project  areas. 
Supervisor  Francois  said  that  he  supports  the  idea  of  construction  of 
a  rapid  transit  station  at  Davis  Street  but  that  he  also  feels  that  resi- 
dents of  other  redevelopment  project  areas  have  a  right  to  insist  upon 
similar  consideration.

There  being  no  one  else  present  in  the  audience  desiring  to  speak, 
the  Chair  declared  the  hearing  concluded.

At  the  hour  of  4:15  p.m.,  the  Board  recessed  to  permit  members 
of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  convene  privately  to  formulate  rec- 
ommendations for  Board  consideration.

Report  of  Redevelopment  Agency. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Board  presented  Resolution  No.  63-68  of  the 
Redevelopment  Agency,  adopted  April  29,  1968,  approving  proposed 
amendments  to  the  redevelopment  plan  for  the  Embarcadero-Lower 
Market  Approved  Redevelopment  Project  Area  E-1  as  amended  and 
recommending  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Suprvisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

Noted  and  ordered  filed. 

Presented  Out  of  Order. 

Reference  to  Committee. 

There  being  no  objection.,  Supervisor  Morrison  presented  out  of 
order  on  behalf  of  himself,  Supervisor  Boas,  Supervisor  Francois,  and 
Supervisor  Mendelsohn,  the  following: 

Stating  policy  that  specific  proportions  of  property  tax  revenues  at- 
tributable to  redevelopment  activities  should  be  set  aside  for  the  benefit 
of  low-cost  housing  development  and  other  legal  social  purposes. 

File  No.  293-68,  Resolution  No. 

Supervisor  Blake  said  that  he  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  enact  the 
subject  resolution  today.  If  the  Board  approves  the  amendment  to 
The   Embarcadero-Lower   Market  Approved   Redevelopment   Project 
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Area  E-1  under  consideration  today,  a  precedent  will  be  set.  The 
Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  Mayor  should  bring  to  the  Board  spe- 
cific proposals  for  use  of  tax  increments  in  redevelopment  project 
areas  for  social  purposes.  The  policy  statement  here  presented  would 
have  no  effect  on  future  actions  of  the  Board  and  would  therefore 
be  an  idle  act. 

Supervisor  Blake  moved  referral  to  committee. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  he  could  not  in  good  conscience 
vote  a  substantial  portion  of  tax  revenue  for  a  use  which  will  primarily 
benefit  the  business  interests  unless  the  Board  is  prepared  to  say  simul- 
taneously that  the  poor  have  an  equal  call  on  such  tax  revenues.  He 
said  that  if  this  resolution  is  referred  to  Committee  the  Board  should 
foreeo  action  on  the  amendment  of  the  redevelopment  plan  for  Area 
E-1.^ 

Supervisor  von  Bercldingen  said  that  she  agrees  with  the  purpose 
of  the  resolution  but  felt  the  Board  must  take  a  closer  look  at  this 
unique  method  of  financing.  An  urgent,  critical  emergency  confronts 
the  City  at  this  time.  There  is  no  alternative  if  a  transit  station  is  to 
be  built  at  Davis  Street.  However.  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  said, 
she  did  not  believe  either  the  Board  of  Supervisors  nor  the  Controller 
would  advocate  widespread  use  of  this  method  of  financing  on  a  whole- 
sale basis. 

Supervisor  Boas  said  he  felt  that  if  the  Board  is  prepared  to  com- 
mit the  Citv  to  a  fifteen  million  dollar  expenditure  for  a  rapid  transit 
station  at  Davis  Street,  the  Board  should  be  prepared  to  say  it  will 
do  the  same  for  a  social  purpose.  Supervisor  Boas  said  he  would  be 
reluctant  to  vote  for  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  redevelopment 
plan  for  Area  E-1  without  simultaneous  action  declaring  the  Board's 
policy  to  set  aside  a  portion  of  tax  revenues  from  redevelopment  areas 
for  social  purposes. 

Supervisor  Pelosi  stated  that  he  has  in  the  past  voted  for  rent  sup- 
plements for  the  poor;  however,  he  would  oppose  this  resolution  on 
the  grounds  that  the  Board  must  maintain  flexibility  of  action.  A  reso- 
lution of  this  kind  does  not  define  the  social  purposes  for  which  the 
money  would  be  used  and  would  inhibit  the  Board's  ability  to  expend 
funds  in  terms  of  the  annual  budget.

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construction  of  a  transit  terminal  or  station  in  or  near  Mar- 
ket Street  in  the  redevelopment  area  as  proposed  to  be 
amended; 

(Provide  for  issuance  of  bonds  by  the  Agency,  the  principal 
and  interest  of  which  will  be  payable  from  portions  of  ad 
valorem  taxes  to  be  allocated  to  and  paid  into  a  special  fund 
of  the  Agency,  pursuant  to  provisions  of  Article  6,  Chapter 
6,  Part  I,  Division  24,  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code,  and 
Section  19,  Article  XIII,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
California.) 

Supervisor  Blake,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Mailliard,  moved  passage 
for  second  reading. 

Refused  Adoption. 

Motion  to  Continue  Consideration. 

Supervisor  Morrison,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Francois,  moved  that 
consideration  be  continued  to  May  6,  1968. 

Motion  refused  adoption  by  the  following  vote:

On  the  main  question,  Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  he  would  vote 
no.  He  said  he  could  not  vote  to  spend  fifteen  million  dollars  of  tax 
revenue  for  downtown  interests  if  the  Board  will  not  commit  itself  to 
a  similar  expenditure  for  the  poor. 

Supervisor  Blake  said  that  no  one  has  brought  in  a  specific  proposal 
for  use  of  tax  revenue  for  social  purposes.  He  said  he  has  heard  no 
Supervisor  say  he  would  vote  against  such  a  proposal. 

Supervisor  Boas  asked  that  the  Journal  reflect  the  fact  that  his  vote 
against  the  use  of  tax  revenues  for  construction  of  the  Davis  Street 
station  is  not  because  he  does  not  think  it  a  necessary  part  of  the  rapid 
transit  system  and  would  be  helpful  to  the  Golden  Gateway  develop- 
ment, but  is  because  he  feels  that  the  Board  as  a  body  cannot  say  to 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  that  it  is  putting  construction  of  a  rapid 
transit  station  before  any  other  type  of  social  welfare. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  stated  that  he  has  always  supported  the  Bay 
Area  Rapid  Transit  District  and  has  worked  on  State  legislation  which 
would  have  provided  financing  for  the  Davis  Street  station;  however, 
he  will  vote  against  this  proposal  today  because  of  the  unwillingness 
of  the  Board  to  make  a  simple  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  Board 
will  use  money  for  the  people  up  town  as  well  as  the  people  down 
town. 

Supervisor  Morrison  warned  that  the  Board  is  following  a  suicidal 
course  when  it  shows  callousness  to  the  needs  of  the  community.  The 
Board  was  asked  today  to  reverse  itself,  in  effect,  and  say  that  in  the 
future  it  will  us2  the  redevelopment  process  diflferently.  He  said  he 
did  not  see  how  the  Board  can  vote  this  kind  of  benefit  to  business 
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interests  and  turn  its  back  on  the  needs  of  the  people  in  redevelopment 
areas. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  said  he  felt  it  must  be  obvious  to  all  that  the 
indiscriminate  use  for  special  projects  of  tax  increments  derived  from 
the  redevelopment  process  would  bring  disastrous  results  on  many 
other  worthwhile  projects  to  help  the  poor  which  must  be  financed 
from  ad  valorem  taxes.  He  said  there  are  many  home  owners  outside 
redevelopment  areas  who  aie  desperately  in  need  of  relief  from  taxa- 
tion. The  Board  must  set  out  clearly  what  the  Board's  policy  is  going 
to  be.

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  he 
could  not  vote  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  construction  of  the  Davis 
Street  rapid  transit  station  unless  the  Board  is  willing  to  use  tax  in- 
crements from  urban  redevelopment  or  urban  renewal  projects  for 
the  benefit  of  persons  displaced  by  redevelopment  or  urban  renewal 
projects.

On  the  main  question.  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  stated  that  she 
will  vote  in  favor  of  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  construction  of  the 
Davis  Street  rapid  transit  station  but  not  for  the  subject  proposal. 
Construction  of  the  Davis  Street  Station  will  increase  property  values 
in  the  down  town  area  and  bring  added  tax  revenues  to  the  City,  but 
the  subject  proposal  would  destroy  whatever  progress  has  been  made 
by  the  anti-poverty  program  in  motivating  people  to  help  themselves 
and  would  jeopardize  revenues  which  have  been  pledged  to  be  used 
for  the  tax  relief  of  home  owners.  If  there  is  to  be  a  rent  supplement 
program,  it  must  originate  with  the  Federal  Government. 

Supervisor  Francois  urged  an  "aye"  vote  on  the  question.  He  said 
he  failed  to  see  how — in  fairness  or  in  the  interest  of  the  City — anyone 
could  suggest  that  the  City  is  going  to  relocate  people  and  not  address 
itself  to  the  problem  of  those  who  cannot  afTord  the  cost  of  the  new 
housing  to  be  constructed  in  the  neighborhoods  from  which  these  peo- 
ple are  displaced.    He  said  he  found  it  incredible,  with  the  current 
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social  situation,  the  wide-spread  rioting  and  disorders,  that  a  sugges- 
tion be  made  that  the  Board  should  disparage  social  planning  and 
programs  and  oppose  this  program  because  it  addresses  itself  to  social 
needs  at  the  same  time  that  $15,000,000  is  proposed  to  be  appropriated 
to  construct  a  rapid  transit  station  on  Market  Street.  The  Redevelop- 
ment Agency  estimates  that  a  rent  supplement  and  relocation  assist- 
ance will  cost  only  about  $1,500,000  for  the  entire  program  if  the 
Federal  Government  does  not  make  more  funds  available  for  rent 
assistance. 

Supervisor  Blake  said  that  in  his  opinion  enactment  of  this  legis- 
lation means  nothing  and  will  accomplish  nothing.  He  said  that  he 
would  support  a  specific  proposal  for  a  good  program  for  assistance 
cf  persons  displaced  by  the  redevelopment  process  but  he  would  not 
support  this  general  policy  statement. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  said  that  in  his  opinion  the  subject  legisla- 
tion does  mean  something:  That  the  Board  is  as  concerned  with  the 
"have  nots"  as  it  is  with  the  "haves."  He  said  he  intends  to  support 
new  sources  of  revenue  to  help  the  home  owner  but  does  not  feel 
that  the  home  owner  is  helped  by  refusing  the  same  help  to  poor 
people  that  is  being  given  to  down  town  interests. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  said  that  he  believed  this  action  is  the  only 
concrete  way  the  Board  can  provide  hope  to  those  who  have  suffered 
!nost  and  are  in  the  most  desperate  need  of  assistance  in  relocating 
their  families.  Because  housing  in  San  Francisco  is  so  costly,  the  poor 
cannot  be  relocated  effectively  without  this  kind  of  aid.  Supervisor 
Tamaras  added  that  these  monies  would  only  be  supplemental,  to  be 
used  only  when  adequate  financing  cannot  be  gotten  from  other 
sources.  He  said  that  he  would  consider  each  specific  proposal  indi- 
viduaily  and  vole  on  the  merits  of  each. 

Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  the  City  is  in  the  midst  of  a  dire 
emergency  in  Western  Addition  A-2  and  very  probably  will  be  in  the 
same  situation  in  Hunters  Point.  The  principal  organizations  spon- 
soring construction  of  the  Davis  Street  station  appeared  in  Committee 
hearing  and  went  on  record  favoring  this  resolution.  The  Family 
Service  Agency,  WACO  and  organizations  all  over  San  Francisco  hav- 
ing an  interest  in  relocation  have  pointed  out  that  something  must  be 
done  soon  if  redevelopment  is  going  to  be  successful.  Supervisor  Mor- 
rison said  he  had  received  a  telegram  from  the  Fillmore  Community 
Development  Organization,  representing  thirty  organizations  in  the 
Western  Addition,  and  sponsor  of  the  Martin  Luther  King  Square, 
urging  approval. 

John  H.  Tolan,  Jr.,  Mayor's  Deputy  for  Development,  presented  a 
tentative  summary,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  the  file,  for  expenditure  of  the 
$200,000  allocated  to  the  Office  of  the  Mayor  in  Ordinance  No.  29- 
68  and  a  possible  additional  $100,000  supplemental  budget  request.

BUDGET  STATEMENT  OF 

SUPERVISOR  DOROTHY  VON  BEROLDINGEN 

ON  BEHALF  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Finance  Committee  presents  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to- 
day the  proposed  budget  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for 
the  fiscal  year  1968-1969.  The  Committee,  in  view  of  the  time  limi- 
tations imposed  by  law.  asks  that  the  Board  adopt  the  proposed  budget 
at  the  recessed  meeting  of  the  Board  to  be  held  on  Wednesday.  May 
15,  commencing  at  10  o'clock  a.m.,  following  approval  at  that  time 
of  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Committee. 

Two  itemized  lists  of  Finance  Committee  recommendations.  (1) 
budget,  and  (2)  supplemental  budget,  have  been  furnished  Board 
members.    They,  together  with  the  two  volumes  of  the  budget,  and 
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the  looseleaf  supplemental  budget  requests,  constitute  a  comprehensive 
budget  report. 

The  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  (my  colleagues  are  Super- 
visors Francois  and  Tamaras)  did  not  agree  completely  on  every  one 
of  the  thousands  of  appropriations  requested  by  the  department  heads. 
We  did,  however,  review  each  item  in  the  best  interests  of  the  com- 
munity as  each  views  them.  Putting  aside  the  relatively  minor  dif- 
ferences of  opinion  which  developed,  and  in  order  to  submit  unified 
and  on  the  whole  acceptable  recommendations  to  the  Board,  Finance 
Committee  members  agr-^ed  that  their  rccommendationN  be  presented 
to  the  Board  with  unanimity  and  wi.hout  recordation  of  anv  of  the 
informal  dissents  which  may  have  been  expressed  in  Committee  ses- 
sions. However,  each  reserves  the  right  of  debate  should  the  occasion 
therefor  arise. 

To  consider  the  voluminous  proposed  budget,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee held  twelve  separate  meetings,  several  of  which  extended  into 
the  early  morning  hours.  After  exhaustive  scrutiny,  and  with  the 
object  of  curtailing  expenditures  to  the  greatest  possible  extent,  with- 
out impairing  essential  services,  it  submits  the  recommendations,  the 
more  salient  of  which  are  dealt  with  hereinbelow.

The  foregoing  figures  are  subject  to  certain  adjustments  which  will 
be  computed  by  the  Controller  in  due  course. 

The  precise  amount  of  the  ad  valorem  tax  rate  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained at  this  time  because  of  revenue  and  other  adjustments  antici- 
pated prior  to  September  when  the  tax  rate  will  be  fixed.  The  ex- 
panded governmental  services  which  our  citizens  expect  and  demand, 
and  the  accompanying  inflationary  economic  trend,  have  in  recent 
years  been  reflected  in  a  steady  rise  in  the  tax  rate.   Changes  in  assess- 
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ment  practices,  made  necessary  by  State  law,  have  exerted  a  heavy 
impact  upon  the  tax  rate  as  it  affects  single-family  residential  prop- 
erty. In  any  event,  our  most  effective  method  of  resisting  the  infla- 
tionary trend  is  firm  insistence  upon  operational  economies  in  all  our 
departments,  a  course  to  which  your  Finance  Committee  feels  it  has 
adhered. 

As  in  past  years,  the  Committee  reminds  the  Board  of  the  following 
budget  items  over  which,  among  others,  the  Board  has  no  control:

The  absence  of  Supervisorial  control  over  these  items  and  others 
stresses  the  correlative  that  there  is  a  relatively  minor  portion  of  the 
total  budget  over  which  the  Board  may  exert  any  discretionary  fo^ce. 
The  Board's  jurisdiction  extends  mainly  to  items  for  contractual  serv- 
ices, personal  services,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies  (none  of 
which  they  may  increase),  capital  expenditures,  reconstruction  and 
leplacemeni.  and  maintenance  and  repair. 

Nevertheless,  a  determined  and,  in  some  respects,  innovative  effort 
has  been  made  to  minimize  the  tax  rate,  which  will  be  computed  in 
September  following  ascertainment  of  revenue  and  other  adjustments. 

SPECIFIC  HEMS; 

Since  a  few  of  the  items  which  appear  in  the  budget  before  you 
have  attracted  more  than  average  public  interest  as  reflected  in  cor- 
respondence, press  reports,  personal  contacts,  and  otherwise,  the 
Finance  Committee  should  like  to  recall  your  attention  to  them  specif- 
ically and  briefly: 

NEW  EMPLOYMENTS: 

Department  heads  requested  in  the  budget  and  supplemental  budget 
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a  total  of  2269  employments.  The  Mayor  reduced  that  number  to 
1263.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Board  allow 
998.  Of  the  latter  number,  substantial  components  are  located  as 
follows: 

Police  Department  54 

Fire  Department  48 

Social  Services  Department  118 

Public  Health  Department  186 
S.F.  Unified  School  District  and 

Children's  Centers  Fund  512 

Public  Utilities  11 

Controller  20 

Of  the  new  employments,  50  are  cadets  in  the  Police  Department 
and  512  are  m  the  School  District  and  are  included  in  budget  statis- 
tics for  informational  purposes  only.  Some  of  the  new  employments 
reflected  in  the  above  statistics  were  approved  by  supplemental  appro- 
priation ordinances  in  the  current  fiscal  year,  but  are  included  above 
since  they  appear  in  the  Annual  Budget  for  the  first  time. 

ADULT  PROBATION: 

Seventeen  new  employments  have  been  recommended  in  order  to 
continue  employments  approved  bv  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the 
current  fiscal  year  for  the  Work  Furlough  Program,  Special  Super- 
vision and  Superior  Court  No.  24.  The  budget  increase  for  this 
department  totals  $238,527  as  a  consequence  principally  of  the  Work 
Furlough  Program.  Participating  prisoners  are  expected  to  reimburse 
the  City  and  County  at  the  rate  of  $4.50  per  day. 

CITY  PLANNING: 

In  view  of  the  personnel  added  to  the  staff  last  year,  and  the  rec- 
ommendation that  the  position  of  Chief  Planner  be  retitled  Assistant 
Director,  Plans  and  Programs,  with  a  salary  increase  of  almost  $4,000 
per  year,  the  Finance  Committee  has  approved  two  additional  clerk- 
stenographers  and  has  refrained  from  further  adding  to  the  staff  for 
the  coming  fiscal  year.  Left  intact  was  a  requested  appropriation  of 
$20,000  for  a  special  project,  the  Urban  Design  Plan,  which  according 
to  the  Director  of  Planning  is  of  special  significance  to  his  program. 

CONTROLLER: 

The  Electronic  Data  Processing  Program  is  expanding  its  functions 
and  thereby  enhancing  its  usefulness,  accompanied  by  a  notable  in- 
crease in  its  budget  requests,  including  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  a 
total  of  19  new  positions  which  the  Fmance  Committee  recommends 
for  approval.  Following  are  budget  growth  statistics  for  EDP  during 
the  years  commencing  with  1964-65  through  1968-69:

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DISASTER  CORPS: 

The  Finance  Committee  repeated  the  inquiry  made  in  several  past 
years  as  to  why  the  functions  of  this  department  could  not  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Poiice  Department  principally,  since  last  year  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Police  Commission  had  evinced  a  willingness  to  assume 
the  Corps"  functions.  The  Director  of  the  Disaster  Corps  has  written 
a  lengthy  letter  documenting  his  conviction  that  such  a  transfer  would 
result  in  no  economies  nor  operational  improvements,  and  the  Finance 
Committee  therefore  has  recommended  approval  of  his  budget  with 
minor  changes.  However,  the  proposal  for  abolition  of  this  depart- 
ment as  an  entity  merits  further  consideration  by  an  appropriate 
committee  of  the  Board  during  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year. 

FIRE  DEPARIMENT: 

In  July  1965  the  56-hour  work-week  of  the  fire  fighting  forces  was 
reduced  to  a  54-hour  work-week,  and  58  new  positions  were  author- 
ized to  implement  the  reduction.  For  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year, 
the  department  and  the  Mayor  have  requested  a  52-hour  work-week, 
which,  with  the  newly  approved  Charier  provision  for  a  four-week 
annual  vacation,  has  resulted  in  a  budget  request  for  55  new  positions, 
and  a  total  budget  mcrease.  arising  principally  therefrom,  of  $582,205. 

MAYOR: 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  creation  of  a  new  posi- 
tion entitled  Assistant  Deputy  for  Social  Programs  on  the  Mayor's 
representation  that  the  major  eff'orts  being  made  to  develop  and  co- 
ordinate the  City's  activities  in  the  social  program  field  make  it  neces- 
sary that  an  assistant  be  provided  for  the  Deputy  for  Social  Programs. 
Other  positions  requested  in  a  supplemental  budget  request  appear 
deferrable  in  view  of  the  several  additions  to  the  Mayor's  staff  author- 
ized in  recent  years. 

MAYOR— ECONOMIC  OPPORTUNITY  PROGRAM: 

The  Economic  Opportunity  Act  requires  that  20%  of  the  cost  of 
Community  Action  Programs  be  provided  by  the  local  community. 
The  local  community  share  for  1968-69  is  $1,003,475:  "in-kind" 
contributions  from  various  delegate  agencies  total  $803,475;  the  cash 
requirement  from  the  City  and  County  is  $200,000  according  to  the 
supplemental  budget  request  received  from  the  Mavor.  although  there 
is  some  indication  from  the  Economic  Opportunity  Council  that  a 
request  for  a  larger  City  and  County  contribution  will  be  made  later 
on  in  the  year. 

PARKING  AUIHORITY: 

The  Board  may  recall  that  last  year  the  Finance  Committee,  cul- 
minating some  years  of  discussion  and  consideration,  was  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  duties,  functions  and  operations  of  the  Parking  Authority 
could  be  integrated  with  the  normal  workload  of  other  departments, 
including  the  Real  Estate  Department  which  now  performs  a  great 
deal  of  the  work  generated  by  the  Oflf-Street  Parking  Program.  There- 
fore, sufficient  funds  for  the  operation  of  the  Authority  were  budgeted 
only  through  December  31.  1967,  bv  which  date  it  was  considered 
possible  to  phase  out  the  Authority's  assignments  and  arrange  for 
transfer  to  other  Citv  and  Count\   agencies.    However,  the  Board  of 
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Supervisors  later  augmented  that  budget  and  allowed  additional  funds 
to  perpetuate  the  Authority's  existence.  In  view  of  the  Board's  action, 
the  Finance  Committee  submits  to  the  Board  an  annual  budget  for 
the  Authority  in  the  total  amount  of  $39,267,  which  is  compared  to  a 
probably  total  expenditure  of  $36,176  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

PERMIT  APPEALS: 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  deletion  of  the  item  of 
$2,470  for  Phonographic  Reporter  Fees,  in  the  belief  that  such  an 
item  is  unnecessary  and  non-productive.  Other,  mechanical,  means 
of  recording  the  proceedings  may  be  explored  if  such  recordation  is 
considered  essential.  An  implementing  ordinance  amending  the  Ad- 
ministrative Code  will  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  due  course. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT: 

Last  year  the  Board  allowed  new  positions  for  40  School  Crossing 
Guards,  to  relieve  the  equivalent  of  15  Policemen  for  assignment  to 
active  police  duties.  This  coming  year,  the  department  and  the  Mayor 
have  requested  50  Police  Cadets  and  9  Fingerprint  Classifier-Clerks 
(4  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee),  utilization  of  which  will 
allow  uniformed  personnel  to  be  otherwise  assigned  to  patrol  func- 
tions. 

SOCIAL  SERVICES: 

The  Department's  total  budget  request  as  recommended  by  the 
Finance  Committee  is  $79,360,564,  an  increase  of  $10,940,971  over 
the  current  year's  budget.  The  department  requested  318  new  posi- 
tions, ostensibly  to  comply  with  State  and  Federal  standards  for  per- 
sonnel assignments;  the  Mayor  reduced  that  number  to  131;  the 
Finance  Committee  has  further  reduced  the  number  to  118.  Inasmuch 
as  recent  court  decisions  have  abolished  the  distinction  residents  and 
non-residents  tor  purposes  of  qualifying  for  categorical  aids,  the 
Finance  Committee  has  reduced  the  requested  appropriation  of 
$550,000  for  General  Assistance  (a  fully  City  and  County  tax- 
supported  item,  with  no  subventions  from  other  governmental  enti- 
ties) lo  $350,000.  with  the  reasonable  assumption  that  a  large  number 
of  persons  disqualified  for  categorical  aids  will  now  qualify  by  reason 
of  elimination  of  the  residency  requirements. 

SHERIFF: 

The  Committee  has  recommended  approval  of  13  of  the  20  new 
jobs  requested,  and  feels  that  thereby  a  substantial  compliance  with 
various  recommendations  for  improvement  of  the  Sheriflf's  department 
will  be  effected.  Additionally,  the  Committee  has  recommended  a  total 
of  $21,400  for  equipment,  and  $20,000  for  physical  improvements 
(in  Depiirtment  of  Public  Works,  General  Office,  budget). 

BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS: 

The  Committee  recommends  deletion  of  the  replacement  automo- 
bile, in  accordance  with  directive  of  the  Board  sitting  in  caucus  last 
January.  Also,  in  compliance  with  caucus  directive,  the  Committee 
has  submitted  to  the  Board  a  supplemental  budget  request  for  5 
Administrative-Secretarial  Assistants  to  Members  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, with  equipment,  etc.,  totaling  $50,930.    However,  the  Com- 
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mittee  further  recommends  that  the  Board  again  review  in  caucus 
its  personnel  requirements  prior  to  making  its  final  decision  with 
respect  to  the  budget  items. 

YOUTH  GUIDANCE  CENTER: 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  total  budget  recommended  by  the  Finance 
Committee  is  $3,537,077,  an  increase  of  $135,831  over  the  current 
fiscal  year's  budget.  New  employments  have  been  included  number- 
ing 15,  of  which  10  were  authorized  by  the  Board  during  the  current 
fiscal  year.  Cottage  renovation  at  the  Woodside  complex  has  been 
included  in  the  amount  of  $40,000. 

CHIEF  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICER: 

This  budget  includes  an  item  for  San  Francisco's  contribution 
toward  the  operating  expenses  of  the  Association  of  Bay  Area  Gov- 
ernments in  the  amount  of  $44,520,  an  increase  of  $31,021  over  the 
current  contribution.  While  the  Finance  Committee  has  not  recom- 
mended deletion  of  the  item,  it  does  recommend  that  the  funds  be 
withheld  and  not  disbursed  without  further  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  that  an  appropriate  committee  of  the  Board  conduct 
a  full  public  hearing  on  the  matter  of  perpetuating  San  Francisco's 
membership  in  the  Association. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH: 

Notable  statistics  mclude  the  Mayor's  submittal  of  a  total  budget 
request  of  $45,130,885,  an  increase  of  $7,173,368  as  compared  to 
the  current  year.  The  Department  requested  595  new  positions,  the 
Mayor  allowed  333,  and  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  appro- 
val of  186. 

Administration:  The  Committee  has  not  approved  a  request  for  $4500 
as  a  contribution  to  operation  of  the  Canon  Kip  Clinic,  in  view  of 
the  requested  huge  outlay  for  the  new  Outpatient  Clinic  at  S^n  F'-^n- 
cisco  General  Hospital.  It  was  noted  that  the  Department  of  Pub'ic 
Health  commented  that  "we  believe  in  accordance  with  the  policif^s 
established  bv  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  respect  to  Telegraph  Hill 
Clinic,  the  C;ly  should  support  this  program  bv  augmenting;  contri- 
butions from  other  sources".  The  fac*  is  that  the  Telegraoh  Hill 
Clinic  initially  sought  emergency  Citv  support  while  its  administrative 
and  financial  affairs  could  be  put  in  order.  The  initial  temporary 
support  of  $7500  has  become  a  recurrent  budget  item  in  larger 
amount,  although  that  was  expressly  not  the  intention  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

San  Francisco  General  Hosoital:  Of  the  164  new  employments  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor,  the  Committee  recommends  approval  of  129, 
comprised  of  66  for  the  new  Outpatient  Clinic,  and  63  for  the  hospi- 
tal proper.  The  Committee  approves  continued  operation  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Control  Bureau  and  its  38  permanent  City  employees 
plus  6  positions  which  are  occupied  when  Federal  funds  are  provided. 
The  Federal  government  has  announced  it  is  abandoning  the  Federal 
Tuberculosis  Project,  with  its  10-employee  staff.  In  1962  the  Federal 
project  was  authorized  as  a  supplement  to,  and  in  no  wav  a  necessarv 
component  of,  what  was  described  in  our  Department  of  Public 
Health's  application  as  "San  Francisco's  proper  tuberculosis  control 
program  for  which  we  are  and  have  been  spending  adequate  funds". 
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The  Finance  Committee  views  with  satisfaction  our  permanent  tuber- 
culosis control  program  which  is  budgeted  at  close  to  a  half-million 
dollars  a  year  and  which  our  own  Department  of  Public  Health  has 
described  as  proper  and  adequately  funded,  and  regrets  the  decision 
of  the  Federal  government  to  abandon  its  own  Tuberculosis  Control 
Project. 

Health  Centers:  Addition  of  12  new  positions  is  recommended,  plus 
$17,424  in  temporary  salaries. 

Venereal  Disease  Control:  While  some  Federal  support  has  been  with- 
drawn, which  appears  unreasonable  in  view  of  the  sharply  rising  inci- 
dence of  these  diseases,  the  Committee  in  recognition  of  the  problem 
has  refrained  from  any  material  diminution  of  the  proposed  budget. 
The  matter  of  locating  new  quarters  continues  to  elude  satisfactory 
resolution  by  the  Department.  Last  year  it  submitted  a  supplemental 
budget  request  for  rental  in  the  amount  of  $69,050.  on  the  repre- 
sentation that  the  Division  must  relocate  its  quarters  presently  located 
at  33  Hunt  Street,  which  is  to  be  acquired  by  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  as  part  of  the  South  of  Market  Redevelopment  Project.  How- 
ever, the  amount  was  disapproved  since  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
agreed  with  the  Finance  Committee  that  the  proposed  move  to  a  north 
of  Market  location  is  not  economical  and  is  not  necessarily  better 
designed  to  serve  the  V.D.  Clinic's  patients.  The  Hunt  Street  rental 
is  far  less  than  the  $69,050  and  it  appeared  probable  that  another 
site  in  the  general  vicinitv  of  the  present  clinic  could  be  obtained 
for  a  much  lower  rental.  Now  the  Department  again  requests  appro- 
val of  a  north-of-Market,  high-rent  location  at  245  Hyde  Street  at  a 
total  cost  of  $120,900  although  the  Board  last  year  disapproved 
$69,050  as  being  too  costly.  The  Finance  Committee  has  again  dis- 
approved the  item. 

Community  Mental  Health  Services:  The  ever-increasing  program  and 
budget  for  this  division  can  be  readily  realized  by  resort  to  the  follow- 
ing statistics:

Funding  for  the  Geriatric  Screening  Project  has  been  withdrawn  by 
the  State  of  California,  but  nevertheless  the  Finance  Committee  rec- 
onmiends  that  this  project  be  retained  intact  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  City  and  County,  because  of  the  many  and  profound  human 
values  to  be  derived  from  a  program  designed  to  keep  the  elderly  out 
of  the  clinical  environment  of  State  institutions  and  in  the  vastly  more 
therapeutic  surroundings  of  decent  convalescent  homes.  The  San 
Francisco  Day  Treatment  Center  is  another  of  the  State-introduced 
programs  from  which  the  State  has  withdrawn  its  sponsorship  and 
"dumped  in  the  lap"  of  local  government. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  that  6  of  the  15 
employees  be  retained  to  continue  the  services,  together  with  the  sup- 
porting appropriations  It  is  felt  that  the  other  personnel,  including 
a  Director  of  Diversional  Activities,  are  not  absolutely  essential  at  this 
time,  and  that  further  experience  is  needed  for  evaluation  of  opera- 
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tion  of  the  Center  as  a  San  Francisco,  rather  than  a  State,  institution. 
The  matter  of  rental  for  the  Center  is  vague  as  it  has  been  presented 
by  the  Department,  with  no  indication  of  location,  square  footage, 
utilization,  etc.;  the  Committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of 
$40,000  for  this  purpose,  although  that  amount  may  prove  to  be 
excessive  upon  further  detailed  investigation. 

De YOUNG  MUSEUM: 

The  Finance  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  $120,000  re- 
quested for  installation  of  the  Green  Period  Rooms  ought  to  be  de- 
ferred, at  least  for  the  present,  until  further  details  concerning  sub- 
sequent exoenditures  directly  related  to  the  installation  can  be 
elicited  from  the  department.  Having  in  mind  the  continuing  and 
mounting  expenditures  consequent  to  acceptance  of  the  Brundage 
Collection,  the  Committee  feels  that  the  Board  should  be  made  clearly 
aware  of  the  costs  of  personnel,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies, 
capital  expenditures,  etc.,  which  eventually  will  be  associated  with 
the  Green  installation.  In  further  reference  to  the  Brundage  Collec- 
tion, the  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  reduction  of  a  budget 
item  for  preparation  and  compilation  of  the  Brundage  Catalog  from 
$63,573  to  $40,000,  noting  at  the  same  time  that  $31,000  was  budgeted 
for  this  purpose  in  1966-67  and  $33,000  in  1967-68.  The  Museum's 
explanation  of  the  budget  request  before  us  at  this  time  includes  a 
statement  that  "$10,573  is  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  Mr.  Rene- 
yvon  d'Argence  and  his  staff  for  1967-68  salaries  retroactively;  the 
amount  of  $10,573  would  provide  $1,018.56  to  reimburse  Mr. 
d'Argence  for  sums  he  paid  for  Workmen's  Compensation  insurance 
coverage,  social  securitv,  and  unemplovment  insurance  coverage  dur- 
mg  the  period  June,  1966 -May,  1967;  the  other  additional  $10,000 
is  required  to  bring  the  1968-69  salaries  of  the  three  members  of  the 
Brundage  staff  into  proper  relationship  with  City  employees".  There 
is  some  question  concerning  the  legality  and  propriety  of  the  fore- 
going, which  will  be  the  subject  of  review  by  the  Controller. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY: 

The  Committee  is  acutely  conscious  of  the  need  for  personnel, 
books  and  subscriptions  in  order  to  maintain  the  Public  Librarv's 
high  standards  of  service  to  the  people.  Accordingly,  a  total  depart- 
mental budget  of  $3,981,198  was  recommended,  representing  an  in- 
crease of  $118,078  over  the  current  year.  As  to  the  book  and  sub- 
scriotion  appropriations,  the  following  is  recommended:  Librarv  and 
Reference  Books — $690,000  (1966-67  actual  expenditures.  $640,345; 
current  vear's  budget,  $716,500  minus  $30,000  diverted  to  Subscrip- 
tions). Lease  Books,  McNaughton  Plan — $68,500  (same  as  current 
year).    Subscriptions — $64,500  (current  budget.  $49,500). 

PUBLICITY  AND  ADVERTISING: 

The  total  amount  estimated  to  become  available  from  the  Hotel 
Room  Tax  Fund  for  Publicity  and  Advertising  is  $1,826,799,  an  in- 
crease of  $326,799  over  the  amount  budgeted  during  the  current  fiscal 
vear.  In  addition  to  the  $  1 ,826.799,  the  Mayor  proposed  that  $500,000 
be  added  to  the  property  tax  and  augmentation  of  the  Publicity  and 
Advertising  Fund,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  San  Francisco  to  ex- 
pand the  activities  of  several  of  our  artistic  groups,  so  that  they  may 
conduct  performances  in  various  neighborhoods  of  San  Francisco  as 
well   as   in    locations  outside   San   Francisco.     In   view  of   the   other 
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urgent,  essential  demands  being  made  on  the  property  taxpayer,  the 
Finance  Committee  has  disapproved  the  $500,000  proposal  of  the 
Mayor.  Concerning  specific  allocations  to  be  made  within  the 
$1,826,799  Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund,  these  by  Charter  are 
within  the  sole  and  exclusive  province  of  the  Chief  Administrative 
Officer.  However,  the  latter  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  has  agreed  to  furnish  the  Finance  Committee  with  his 
tentative  allocation  schedule  upon  completion. 

RECREATION  AND  PARK: 

The  Special  Services  for  the  Handicapped  Program  has  continued 
to  command  more  than  passing  attention,  because  of  its  humanitarian 
aspects.  In  the  current  budget,  $60,000  was  allocated,  together  with 
$10,950  for  painting  and  miscellaneous  repairs.  For  next  year,  the 
Committee  recommends  $125,000,  plus  $10,500  for  painting  and 
miscellaneous  repairs,  plus  $13,800  for  a  fire  sprinkler  system,  plus 
undetermined  amounts  which  are  included  in  other  general  appro- 
priations of  the  department. 

In  regard  to  the  rest  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  all 
items  of  maintenance  and  repair  of  buildings  were  kept  intact,  amount- 
ing to  $238,518,  a  $21,318  increase;  also,  maintenance  and  repair 
of  structures  totalling  $169,741,  a  $36,061  increase;  also,  all  recon- 
struction and  replacement  items,  including  supplemental,  totalling 
$188,140,  and  buildinss,  structures  and  improvements  aggregating 
$144,400. 

ROAD  COMMISSIONER— ROAD  FUND— CONSTRUCTION: 

The  Finance  Committee  this  year  has  adopted  the  innovative  ex- 
pedient of  transferring  Road  Fund  moneys  to  the  Bureau  of  Street 
Cleaning.  Department  of  Public  Works,  in  order  to  materially  relieve 
the  burden  of  the  property  taxpayer  and  avoid  the  necessity  for  levy- 
ing a  tax  for  the  Bureau's  operations  to  the  extent  of  the  amount 
transferred.  The  transfer  has  been  made  possible  by  deferring  proj- 
ects of  street  improvement  which  are  considered  non-urgent  at  this 
time.  The  total  amount  transferred  is  $1,199,400,  all  of  which  will 
operate  to  reduce  the  property  tax  levy. 

MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY: 

The  budget  includes  a  request  for  $2,000,000  with  which  to  begin 
a  $51,000,000  program  of  replacement  of  the  motor  coach  fleet. 
The  Mayor,  in  transmitting  the  request,  states  that  it  has  become 
quite  obvious  to  him  that  we  have  no  option  but  to  begin  this  pro- 
sram  in  order  to  service  the  transportation  needs  of  our  citizens. 
However,  while  the  need  may  be  obvious,  the  method  of  financing 
warrants  consideration  of  alternatives  to  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission's proposal  that  the  property  taxpayer  bear  the  entire  load. 
The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  concurrent  with  approval 
of  the  $2,000,000  in  the  budget,  the  Board  include  a  condition  that 
the  Controller  is  to  withhold  disbursement  of  the  funds  pending 
release  thereof  pursuant  to  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  meanwhile 
consider  ((two))  all  possible  alternatives  to  funding  this  item  from 
ad  valorem  taxes  without  any  offset,  ((i.e..  (1)  increase  of  Municipal 
Railway  basis  fare  from  15c  to  25c.  and  (2)  transfer  of  available  sur- 
pluses from  other  public  utilities  to  the  general  fund  in  the  amount 
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cf  $2,000,000  to  offset  the  budget  item.))  including  an  increase  not 
to  exceed  5c  in  the  Municipal  Railway  basic  fare  rate;  (2)  increase 
financial  return  from  higher  use  of  all  properties  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission;  and  (3)  such  other  procedures  as 
-.vill  minimize  fiscal  deficiencies  and  maximize  financial  returns  from 
all  utilities  operations. 

The  Municipal  Railway  budget  contains  two  items  for  electronic 
data  processing  $32,500  and  $17,228,  independent  of  the  Controller's 
program.  In  the  interests  of  economy,  efficiency  and  uniformity,  the 
Railway  might  transfer  this  operation  to  the  Controller,  and  hopefully 
will  have  done  so  before  submitting  its  next  budget. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT: 

A  request  for  an  electronic  data  processing  program  amounting  to 
$300,000  has  been  recommei^ded  rather  reluctantly  by  the  Finance 
Committee.  As  in  the  case  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  before  the  next 
budget  is  submitted  this  now  independent  program  ought  to  be  in- 
tegrated with  the  Controller's  EDP  Center. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS,  ANNUAL 
APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE: 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  proposed  that  an  amendment 
be  approved  so  that  it  may  use  not  to  exceed  $50,000  annually  from 
the  compensation  reserves  "for  providing  $1,150  to  the  Commission 
when  its  annual  appropriation  is  insuificient  to  meet  the  costs  of  the 
examination  program  for  civil  service  examinations  to  create  lists  of 
eligibles  for  each  of  those  classes  new'y  created  by  budget,  supple- 
mental budget  or  supplemental  appropriation:  and  for  providing  $113 
for  each  position  involved  to  the  Commission  when  its  annual  appro- 
priation is  insufficient  to  meet  the  costs  of  conducting  civil  service 
examinations  for  those  classes  vvhere  additional  positions  are  created 
in  said  classes  and  existing  eligible  lists  arc  not  adequate  to  furnish 
eligibles  for  said  positions."  This  appears  to  be  another  erosion  of 
the  Supervisors'  power  to  legislate  and  appropriate,  and  the  Finance 
Committee  recommends  disapproval,  thus  requiring  the  Commission 
to  appear  before  the  Board  if  and  when  it  needs  additional  funds. 

At  the  Board  caucus  in  January,  thti  Finance  Committee  was  asked 
to  review  the  desirability  of  increasing  the  per  diem  travel  allowance 
from  $20.00  to  $30.00.  The  Committee,  in  view  of  other  budgetary 
requirements,  does  not  deem  it  advisable  to  recommend  such  a  change 
at  this  time,  although  it  recognizes  the  inadequacy  of  the  present 
allowance. 

ADMINTSTR4TIVE  PROVISIONS— ANNUAL  SALARY 
ORDINANCE: 

On  the  basis  of  data  furnished  by  the  Controller,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee recommends  continuation  of  the  same  charges  levied  during 
the  current  year  for  accommodations,  services  and  facilities  furnished 
to  eniDloyees  in  the  various  departments. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS: 

The  Finance  Committee  commends  and  thanks  Controller  Nathan 
B.  Cooper,  his  budget  assistants.  David  Fong  and  Daniel  McDonough, 
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and  their  staff  for  their  valued  assistance. 
BOARD  ACTION: 

In  order  that  all  the  members  of  the  Board  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  consider  in  complete  detail  the  Committee's  recommended  changes 
in  relation  to  the  entire  budget,  the  Committee  has  completed  its  re- 
view of  the  budget  as  much  before  adoption  as  was  possible  in  view 
of  the  numerous  meetings  required.  The  Charter  provides  that  the 
Board  shall  adopt  the  budget  not  earlier  than  May  15.  The  Budgetary 
Procedure  Ordinance  declares  that  the  budget  may  not  be  adopted 
later  than  May  21.  Because  of  the  deadlines  which  must  be  met  for 
the  preparation  and  printing  of  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance 
and  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  action  by  the  Mayor,  etc.,  the 
budget  must  be  adopted  this  year  on  Wednesday,  May  15. 

At  the  recessed  Board  meeting  of  May  15,  I  will  move  that  the 
budget,  as  amended  by  the  Board,  be  adopted.

approval.  He  said  he  would  be  wary  of  voting  for  an  increase  in  fares 
unless  at  the  same  time  the  Commission  were  to  recommend  that  the 
fare  for  those  who  cannot  afford  even  a  fifteen-cent  fare — senior  citi- 
zens on  limited  incomes — are  accorded  a  reduction.

122-68.  the  title  of  which  is  quoted  above,  the  supplemental  budget 
request  of  the  Mayor  should  have  been  received  by  close  of  business 
May  13,  1968.  The  Chair  ruled  that  since  the  supplemental  budget

Explanation  of  Votes. 

Supervisor  Pelosi  stated  that  he  would  vote  for  adoption  of  the 
annual  budget  as  amended,  with  reluctance.  He  said  that  he  was 
impressed  by  the  statement  in  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen's  budget 
statement:  "The  absence  of  Supervisorial  control  over  these  items  and 
others  stresses  the  correlative  that  there  is  a  relatively  minor  portion 
of  the  total  budget  over  which  the  Board  may  exert  any  discretionary 
force."  Supervisor  Pelosi  said  he  thought  it  impossible  for  the  legis- 
lative branch  of  municipal  government  properly  to  manage  the  budget- 
ary and  fiscal  affairs  of  the  community  under  the  present  circum- 
stances, when  it  has  so  little  control  over  how  municipal  departments 
are  operated.  Supervisor  Pelosi  added  that  he  thought  it  a  matter  of 
immediate  priority  that  the  legislative  branch  of  government  be  given 
the  means  of  questioning  department  heads  and  ascertaining  how 
public  funds  are  being  spent.  Unless  the  Board  attacks  this  problem 
and  arms  itself  with  personnel  competent  to  give  Board  members  the 
service  and  advice  needed,  he  said  he  believed  that  budget  procedures 
are  inadequate  and  the  taxpayers  are  not  being  well  served. 

Supervisor  Boas  stated  that  he  was  happy  to  vote  for  the  budget  as 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee,  even  though  it  is  a  matter 
of  compromise  and  he  might  have  done  differently  on  certain  specific 
items.  Supervisor  Boas  said  the  one  item  he  does  not  approve  of  and 
is  supporting  merely  because  it  expresses  the  opinion  of  the  majority 
of  Board  members  is  the  S5 1,000  item  for  personnel  in  the  budget  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  Finance  Committee 
has  done  an  outstanding  job  in  its  review  of  the  budget;  however,  he 
is  firmly  convinced  that  the  addition  of  a  position  of  budget  analyst 
on  the  staff  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would  be  of  great  assistance 
in  ascertaining  where  additional  reductions  might  be  made. 

Supervisor  Ertola  stated  that,  while  he  will  vote  for  the  budget  as 
amended,  he  is  of  the  opinion,  because  of  the  City  Attorney's  advice, 
that  the  item  of  5100,000  for  the  office  of  the  Mayor  for  a  special 
assistance  program  and  City-financed  relocation  program  was  not 
legally  before  the  Board  for  action  today. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  stated  that  she  concurs  with  President 
Ertola  and  specifically  rejects  that  item  also.

In  response  to  questions  by  Board  members,  Deputy  Attorney  Stark 
advised  that  during  consideration  of  the  budget,  any  Supervisor  has 
the  privilege  of  requesting  that  certain  items  be  separated  for  the 
casting  of  an  individual  vote  thereon.  This  gives  him  an  opportunity 
to  register  his  disapproval  of  any  specific  item. 
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After  that  opportunity  has  been  granted,  the  Board  adopts  the 
budget.  At  that  time  it  is  the  mandatory  duty  of  the  Supervisors  to 
adopt  a  budget.  Mr.  Stark  said  that  in  his  opinion,  failure  to  abide 
by  the  mandate  of  Charter  Section  72  would  amount  to  official  mis- 
conduct for  which  a  member  could  be  subject  to  removal  from  office. 

Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  Deputy  City  Attorney  Stark  had  ad- 
vised the  Board  that  the  supplemental  budget  request  of  the  Mayor 
for  $100,000  for  a  special  assistance  program  and  City-financed  reloca- 
tion program  was  not  legally  before  the  Board  for  consideration 
Supervisor  Blake  said  that  he  does  not  wish  to  be  a  party  to  adoption 
of  a  budget  containing  an  illegal  item.  In  addition,  while  the  Finance 
Committee  does  its  best  with  the  tools  available  to  the  members,  rejec- 
tion of  the  budget  is  the  only  way  he  knows  to  protest  in  an  atteinpl 
to  find  a  better  system  of  budget  review. 

Supervisor  Ertola  stated  that  he  agreed  the  supplemental  budget 
request  of  the  Mayor  was  not  properly  before  the  Board  today,  but 
he  was  willing  to  vote  for  the  budget  as  a  whole,  noting  his  dissent 
on  that  particular  item.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Con- 
troller has  independent  legal  advice  by  which  the  Board  is,  in  a  sense, 
protected,  since  the  funds  will  not  be  approved  for  expenditure  until 
the  Controller  has  ascertained  that  such  expenditure  is  legal. 

Supervisor  Boas,  seconded  by  Supervisor  McCarthy,  moved  the 
previous  question.

Adopted  as  Amended. 

There  being  no  objection,  on  motion  of  Supervisor  Pelosi,  the  fol- 
lowing from  Planning  and  Development  Committee  without  recom- 
mendation was  taken  up  out  of  order: 

Approving  action  of  the  Mayor  in  filing  an  application  for  a  Federal 
grant  to  plan  and  develop  a  comprehensive  city  demonstration  pro- 
gram.

Supervisor  Pelosi  urged  approval  of  subject  legislation. 

He  stated  that  while  recognizing  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors is  obligated  to  see  that  the  stability  of  the  neighborhoods  is  pre- 
served and  people's  homes  are  not  taken  from  them,  analysis  has  shown 
that  in  both  of  the  areas  involved  there  are  very  serious  needs  and  that 
this  necessary  and  vital  infusion  of  federal  capital  should  result  in 
great  benefit  not  only  to  those  areas  but  to  the  entire  City. 
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Supervisor  Mailliard  recommended  a  "no"  vote.  He  said  that  until 
the  many  questions  raised  by  the  proposal  can  be  answered  satisfac- 
torily, it  is  unwise  to  proceed.  Supervisor  Mailliard  cited  the  concern 
of  home  owners  in  the  areas  as  to  what  might  happen  to  their  homes; 
how  funds  would  be  spent  and  who  would  get  the  benefit  from  the 
funds;  what  local  control  there  will  be  over  the  program.  In  addition, 
there  have  recently  been  many  cutbacks  in  federal  spending  which 
would  indicate  the  very  strong  possibility  that  additional  federal  funds 
necessary  to  implement  the  plan  may  not  be  forthcoming. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  said  that  during  committee  hearings 
last  year  on  this  subject,  because  of  substantial  resistance  to  the  plan 
on  the  part  of  the  communities  involved,  no  conclusive  action  was 
taken.  Without  complete  and  unified  community  support,  she  said  she 
felt  it  unthinkable  that  the  City  should  undertake  so  inovative  and 
costly  a  program.  She  added  that  before  the  City  spends  funds  on  a 
program  which  will  be  dependent  on  Federal  or  State  aid,  it  should  be 
absolutely  certain  that  the  State  or  Federal  Governments  are  willing 
to  undertake  the  full  responsibility  for  the  entire  program  and  that  as- 
surances can  be  given  to  every  property  owner  that  his  property  will 
not  be  disturbed  against  his  will. 

Adopted.

Supervisor  Pelosi,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Mendelsohn,  moved

Supervisor  Tamaras  stated  that  he  had  supported  this  proposal  when 
it  was  before  the  Planning  and  Development  Committee  last  year  but 
has  since  changed  his  mind.  He  said  he  has  received  many  communi- 
cations opposing  the  proposal  and  none  supporting  it;  until  he  receives 
clearcut  support  from  the  residents  of  the  areas  involved  he  will  oppose 
the  proposal. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Ertola.  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Stark  advised  that  the  resolution  and  proposed  amendment  are  properly 
before  the  Board.  When  a  specific  sum  of  money  is  being  considered 
by  the  Board  at  a  later  date,  that  matter  would  be  the  subject  of  com- 
mittee hearings,  and  the  Board  would  be  under  no  suasion  to  appropri- 
ate funds  because  of  action  on  the  resolution  now  before  the  Board. 
Supervisor  Ertola  requested  that  the  City  Attorney  confirm  the  fore- 
going opinion   in  writing. 

Supervisor  Blake  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  subject  resolution,  saying 
that  he  felt  enactment  would  immediately  place  a  blight  on  the  areas.

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  stated  that  she  has  been  informed  that 
the  Tax  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  near  completion 
of  a  study  of  San  Francisco  revenue  and  tax  base  and  of  the  Assess- 
ment Roll  potential.  She  said  that  since  it  appears  in  her  view  that  the 
Board  is  facing  the  question  of  zoning  in  the  downtown  area  primarily 
with  respect  to  the  effect  of  the  rezoning  proposals  on  the  tax  rate,  the 
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Board  should  have  as  much  information  as  possible  before  making  a 
decision.  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  said  that  prior  to  taking  any 
action  which  will  delineate  for  all  time  the  tax  base  of  San  Francisco, 
the  Board  should  have  the  results  of  the  study  being  undertaken  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.

The  Director  of  Planning  briefly  reviewed  the  Downtown  Zoning

communications,  particularly  from  small  businessmen,  indicating  that 
at  no  time  did  they  receive  notice  of  City  Planning  Commission  hearings 
on  the  proposed  ordinance  before  the  Board  today  and  were  not  aware 
until  very  recently  that  many  of  the  proposed  amendments  affect  not 
only  the  downtown  area  but  the  outlying  districts  as  well.  On  behalf  of 
the  many  property  owners  who  did  not  receive  notice,  Supervisor  von 
Beroldingen  requested  that  the  proposed  ordinance  be  rereferred  to  the 
City  Planning  Commission  for  notice  to  all  property  owners  concerned 
and  for  rehearing. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen,  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Kenealey  advised  that  the  proposed  ordinance  does  not  re- 
classify any  property  except  those  properties  shown  on  the  zoning  maps. 
There  are  some  text  changes  in  the  Code  which  do  not  require  indi- 
vidual notice  to  each  property  owner.  Notice  was  legally  given  as  pro- 
vided by  the  Charter  and  City  Planning  Code.  Anyone  who  appeared 
at  a  hearing  waived  any  objection  he  might  have  that  he  was  not  per- 
sonally notified.

Explanations  of  Votes. 

Supervisor  Mailliard  stated  that  he  opposes  the  subject  legislation. 
While  he  has  no  quarrel  with  the  intent  of  the  authors  and  supporters 
and  agrees  it  will  be  of  some  assistance  to  the  Police  Department,  it  is 
hard  to  believe  that  this  legislation  will  be  any  more  preventive  than 
was  the  prohibition  law  a  few  years  ago.  Also,  this  law  will  have  a 
negative  effect  on  many  good  citizens  who,  for  personal  reasons,  will 
refuse  to  register  their  guns.  Supervisor  Mailliard  questioned  how  this 
legislation  will  be  applied  to  visitors,  and  how  the  fee  of  two  dollars  for 
registering  each  gun  was  arrived  at.  Supervisor  Mailliard  said  that 
probably  his  most  important  objection  was  to  the  provision  that  certifi- 
cates of  ownership  to  a  firearm  could  be  cancelled  by  the  Chief 
of  Police  for  cause.  This  gives  tremendous  power  to  the  Chief  of  Police 
which  could  be  exercised  indiscriminately. 

Refused  Adoption.

Supervisor  Maillard,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Blake,  moved  rereferral 
to  Committee  so  that  adequate  study  can  be  given  this  matter. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  said  that  while  she  was  in  accord  with 
the  sentiments  expressed  by  Supervisor  Mailliard,  she  does  not  feel 
this  legislation  should  be  rereferred  to  Committee.  She  said  that  she 
feels  the  City  would  be  far  overstepping  the  bounds  of  its  legislative 
authority  in  enacting  an  ordinance  of  this  kind.  The  State  has  clearly 
indicated  its  intent  to  occupy  the  entire  field  of  firearms  control.  State 
laws  presently  in  effect  give  law  enforcement  agencies  a  great  deal 
more  power  to  act  than  is  being  exercised  in  many  instances.  Law  en- 
forcement agencies  are  entitled  to  support  to  the  greatest  extent  pos- 
sible, but  in  the  fields  of  gambling,  hunting,  and  fish  and  game  laws,  it 
is  agreed  by  many  experienced  in  law  enforcement  that  there  must  be 
uniformity  so  that  every  citizen  is  put  on  notice  as  to  what  he  may  or 
may  not  do. 

Supervisor  Ertola  said  that  he  felt  that  not  enough  time  had  been 
given  to  consideration  of  the  subject  legislation  and  that  he  has  been 
informed  that  there  were  a  number  of  persons  present  at  the  Committee 
hearing  who  were  not  given  the  opportunity  to  express  their  views.  In 
addition,  he  had  been  informed  that  an  extremely  low  percentage  of 
crimes  are  committed  with  long  guns  and  he  said  he  would  like  to  have 
information  from  the  Police  Department  on  whether  this  is  so.  Super- 
visor Ertola  said  that  he  feels  it  a  dangerous  trend  that  the  areas  of  free 
activity  of  the  law-abiding  are  constantly  being  narrowed.

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a  panel  of  experts  in  the  field  of  architecture  and  design  to  advise  and 
assist  the  said  Director  of  City  Planning  in  review  of  design  plans  and 
working  drawings  to  be  submitted  by  North  Waterfront  Associates, 
Inc.,  for  the  Project.  The  members  of  this  advisory  committee  shall 
be  selected  by  the  Director  of  City  Planning,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Planning  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco." 

Supervisor  Tamaras  stated  that  he  felt  this  amendment  would  be  a 
duplication  of  eff"ort  on  the  part  of  the  Director  of  City  Planning  and 
an  unnecessary  expenditure  of  City  funds.  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen 
concurred  in  this  statement. 

Supervisor  Ertola  added  that  this  should  be  in  a  separate  agreement 
and  not  made  a  part  of  the  covenant.

Supervisor  Francois  pointed  out  that  this  is  a  vacation  of  City  streets 
and  a  requirement  should  be  imposed.  Emphasis  has  been  placed 
upon  the  creation  of  new  jobs  and  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  see 
that  the  new  jobs  go  to  the  minorities. 

Supervisor  Francois,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Blake,  moved  to  amend 
the  Agreement  by  adding  a  new  paragraph  11,  as  follows:  "NWA 
covenants,  in  regard  to  its  use  and  operation  of  the  Project,  and  every 
portion  thereof,  that  it  will  not  discriminate  on  the  ground  or  because 
of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin  or  ancestry  against  any  employee, 
or  applicant  for  employment,  and  further  covenants  that  it  will  work 
with  the  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission  to  develop  the 
most  effective  possible  action  program  to  prevent  such  discrimination 
and  to  develop  a  minority  hiring  policy  designed  to  combat  minority 
unemployment.  NWA  shall  include  in  any  and  all  contracts,  leases, 
subleases,  or  other  forms  of  tenancy  or  permission  to  use  the  Project, 
or  any  part  thereof,  a  provision  similar  to  this  covenant";  that  present 
Paragraph  11  would  be  renumbered  Paragraph  12;  that  in  the  new 
Paragraph  12  (a),  line  2,  an  insertion  should  be  made  as  follows: 
"4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11,  and  the  respective  subparagraphs  thereof." 

Motion  adopted  by  the  following  vote: 

Ayes:  Supervisors  Blake,  Boas,  Ertola,  Francois,  Mailliard,  McCar- 
thy, Mendelsohn,  Morrison,  Pelosi,  Tamaras,  von  Beroldingen — 11. 

Explanation  of  Vote. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  he  wished  to  outline  very  briefly  his 
reasons  for  a  "No"  vote.  He  said  it  is  quite  clear  to  him  that  there  is 
no  showing  that  the  streets  in  question  are  not  needed  and  it  is  the 
City  Attorney's  opinion  that  it  is  the  fact  of  the  matter  we  cannot 
legally  vacate  them.  He  further  stated  he  indicated  by  his  questions 
that  there  were  other  matters  with  which  he  was  concerned.    First  of 
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all,  the  enormous  scale  of  the  continuous  structure,  being  out  of  scale 
in  its  surroundings.  The  city  has  no  transportation  plan  to  serve  that 
region;  there  should  be  a  concurrent  transportation  plan.  The  devel- 
opment could  combine  the  new  with  the  old.  There  is  no  City  policy 
on  maritime  use.  This  could  turn  out  to  be  financially  disastrous  to 
San  Francisco.  There  was  talk  about  added  jobs  to  come  but  no  one 
knows  how  many  jobs  will  be  created.  His  feeling  was  that  the  region 
should  be  developed  less  intensively,  the  streets  left  open,  the  old 
buildings  preserved,  and  height  limitations  imposed.  He  said  it  is  diffi- 
cult not  to  be  over-awed  by  the  importance,  prestige  and  community 
strength  of  the  proponents — yet  we  have  learned  many  times  on  this 
Board  that  a  plan  may  be  influentially  backed  and  yet  be  pernicious. 
For  all  these  reasons  it  seemed  to  him  that  the  proposal  fails  first  of 
all  because,  on  the  facts  before  the  Board,  a  need  cannot  be  found 
for  the  streets  to  be  vacated.  He  recommended  a  "No"  vote  on  the 
measure. 

In  urging  an  "Aye"  vote  Supervisor  Blake  stated  he  felt  the  project 
is  vital  to  San  Francisco  to  pump  some  life  into  it.  The  Mayor  wants 
us  to  go  ahead  and  if  we  don't,  San  Francisco  is  going  to  die.  The 
thing  that  convinced  him  to  vote  for  the  project  were  the  intensely 
restrictive  covenants  provided  by  the  City  Attorney.  Also  he  supported 
the  project  because  of  the  outlook  for  new  jobs. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  stated  that  in  all  his  years  on  the  Board  he  had 
never  heard  a  more  controversial  enterprise.  Rather  than  being  disas- 
trous, he  believed  it  would  be  envied  all  over  the  world.  He  urged 
an  "Aye"  vote. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  stated  two  major  reasons  for  adopting 
this  project:  First,  it  will  broaden  our  tax  base.  Secondly,  it  will 
guarantee  employment  for  the  minority.  She  found  no  basis  of  making 
a  finding  that  there  is  no  prospective  use  of  the  streets  since  a  plan 
has  been  provided  for  perimeter  parking  and  there  will  be  no  need 
for  surface  parking.  She  urged  an  "Aye"  vote. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  stated  that  persons  have  assembled  this  land 
over  many  years,  have  brought  this  proposal  before  the  City,  and  it 
is  a  little  late  to  find  a  new  use  for  this  land.  He  voted  against  a  few 
of  the  covenants  and  agrees  there  are  many  deficiencies,  but  yet  thinks 
it  is  a  worthwhile  plan  and  will  have  his  support.

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  presented  the  Committee  recommenda- 
tion and  recommended  that  the  ordinance  be  amended  in  part  to  pro- 
vide for  minimal  taxes  on  a  quarterly  basis  rather  than  on  an  annual 
basis. 

The  Clerk  presented  a  telegraphic  communication  from  Mr.  Clyde 
Edmondson,  urging  rejection  of  subject  legislation.

Supervisor  Morrison  expressed  his  interest  in  providing  for  a  contin- 
uing study  of  the  operation  and  effect  of  this  ordinance  by  the  Control- 
ler, City  Attorney,  and  Tax  Collector  for  the  purpose  of  recommending 
ways  in  which  the  Board  might  increase  the  revenue  to  be  derived  from 
application  of  the  ordinance.

"Gross  receipts  derived  from  or  attributable  to  sources  within  this 
city  and  county  include  (a)  gross  receipts  from  tangible  or  intangible 
property  located  or  having  situs  in  this  city  and  county  and  (b),  when 
not  contrary  to  law,  gross  receipts  from  any  activity  carried  on  in  this 
city  or  county  regardless  of  whether  carried  on  in  interstate,  intrastate 
or  foreign  commerce."  ADD  as  the  second  sentence  of  the  second  para- 
graph: "Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  approved  by  the  City  At- 
torney prior  to  becoming  effective." 

ADD  as  the  third  paragraph  of  the  section:  "When,  by  reason  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  the  Constitution 
of  California,  the  business  tax  imposed  by  this  ordinance  cannot  be  en- 
forced without  there  being  an  apportionment  according  to  the  amount 
of  business  done  in  the  city  and  county  or  in  the  State  of  California,  as 
the  case  may  be,  the  Tax  Collector  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  apportionment  of  the  tax  as  are  necessary  or  desirable  to  over- 
come the  constitutional  objections.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
approved  by  the  City  Attorney  prior  to  becoming  effective." 

There  being  no  objection,  on  motion  of  Supervisor  McCarthy,  the 
privilege  of  the  floor  was  granted  to  Mr.  Francis  Barnes,  representing 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Mr.  Barnes  recommended  that  the  Board 
give  serious  consideration  to  any  amendment  of  this  nature,  since  in  his 
opinion  it  would  lead  to  litigation. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Stark  advised  that  generally  the  law  provides 
that  interstate  commerce  is  not  only  exempt  from  local  business  taxes 
but  requires  a  fair  and  equitable  apportionment  of  taxes.  Mr.  Stark 
said  that  the  present  ordinance  properly  provides  for  apportionment. 

There  being  no  objection,  cons'deration  of  proposed  amendment  of 
Section  6  was  deferred  to  permit  Deputy  City  Attorney  Stark  to  review 
litigation  arising  out  of  an  identical  provision  of  the  Los  Angeles  code.

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Morrison,  John  M.  Woods, 
General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  informed  the  Board  that  it 
will  probably  be  necessary  to  submit  a  bond  issue  to  the  electorate  in 
November,  1969,  to  finance  additional  improvements  to  the  railway 
system.  In  relation  thereto,  a  firm  improvement  program  will  be  filed 
with  the  Board  next  May.  At  the  present  time  the  Department  is  await- 
ing recommendations  of  consultants  before  presenting  any  definite  plan 
for  improvement  of  the  system  to  the  Board.

3.  A  clear  indication  as  to  the  federal  monetary  assistance  which  San 
Francisco  might  reasonably  anticipate  to  aid  in  the  purchase  of  operat- 
ing equipment. 

4.  A  clear  indication  of  additional  revenues  which  might  be  reasonably 
anticipated  from  a  more  efficient  use  or  other  disposition  of  all  prop- 
erties owned  or  controlled  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

5.  A  review  of  the  basic  fare  structure  in  light  of  the  foregoing  and 
other  pertinent  questions  to  determine  whether  the  Commission  is  there- 
after prepared  to  make  the  same  or  revised  recommendations  for 
changes  in  the  fare  schedule. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  stated  her  concurrence  with  Supervisor 
Francois,  and  added  the  suggestion  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
confer  with  the  City  Planning  Commission  concerning  the  current  sta- 
tus of  plans  for  establishment  of  public  parking  facilities  at  the  peri- 
meter of  the  downtown  area  with  frequent  and  adequate  Municipal 
Railway  minibus  shuttle  service  between  the  parking  facilities  and  the 
downtown  area,  and  report  back  to  the  Board  on  or  before  December 
31,  1968,  on  the  result  of  such  conferences. 

Supervisor  Blake  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  motion  and  urged  appro- 
val of  the  revision  of  Municipal  Railway  fares  as  a  means  of  alleviating 
some  of  the  heavy  tax  burden  carried  by  the  residential  property  owners 
of  San  Francisco. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  his  belief  that  public  transportation  must 
be  regarded  as  a  service  which  must  be  subsidized.  The  only  question 
then  is  how  the  subsidy  should  be  administered.  He  said  he  had  no 
doubt  that  it  is  cheaper  for  the  home  owner  and  renter  to  pay  the  defi- 
cit through  property  taxes  than  through  a  higher  fare,  since  half  of  the 
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tax  on  real  property  will  be  absorbed  by  the  downtown  business  com- 
munity. 

Supervisor  Ertola  requested  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  in- 
clude in  their  requested  report  to  the  Board  data  with  regard  to  the  re- 
lationship and  effect  of  a  15c  fare  as  compared  to  a  25c  fare  in  the 
light  of  inflationary  economic  tendencies  which  have  been  experienced 
between  the  date  the  15c  fare  was  established  and  the  present  time. 
Also,  in  the  event  that  a  loss  of  patronage  results  from  an  increased  fare, 
an  estimate  as  to  which  economic  class  or  classes  of  rider  would  be 
most  likely  to  discontinue  using  public  transportation.

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  spoke  in  opposition.  She  said  that  the 
proposal  of  Stanford  Research  Institute  as  presented  in  Committee  was 
less  than  complete,  while  the  value  to  the  City  of  the  services  of  the 
present  federal  legislative  representative  has  been  proven  over  and  over 
again.  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  urged  disapproval  of  subject  legis- 
lation as  an  unnecessary  expenditure  of  taxpayers'  funds  and  urged  ap- 
proval of  the  following  calendar  item. 

Supervisor  Francois  endorsed  approval  of  subject  agreement  on  a 
trial  basis;  however,  he  stated  he  did  not  believe  the  services  of  the  pres- 
ent federal  legislative  representative  should  be  dispensed  with  since  the 
Stanford  Research  Institute  cannot  provide  lobbying  activity.  Because 
the  future  cost  of  the  services  of  Stanford  Research  Institute  is  not 
known,  he  believed  both  services  should  be  retained  until  next  year 
when  a  final  determination  can  be  made  on  the  basis  of  experience. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  stated  that  he  has  changed  his  mind  since  the 
Committee  hearing  and  will  vote  only  to  retain  the  services  of  the  pres- 
ent federal  legislative  representative  for  another  year,  delineating  his 
assignment  fully  and  asking  him  to  bring  to  the  Board  all  the  informa- 
tion which  was  to  have  been  furnished  by  Stanford  Research  Institute. 
At  the  present  time  it  is  too  costly  to  engage  the  services  of  both. 

Supervisor  Blake  spoke  in  favor  of  approving  the  agreement  with 
Stanford  Research  Institute.  He  urged  support  of  the  Mayor's  position, 
stating  that  this  is  a  matter  within  the  prerogative  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  should  not  interfere. 

John  A.  DeLuca,  Executive  Secretary  to  the  Mayor,  explained  that 
the  Mayor  feels  that  he  and  other  high-ranking  City  and  County  offi- 
cials are  in  the  best  position  to  act  as  lobbyists  for  San  Francisco.  Stan- 
ford Research  Institute  will  provide  technical  services — which  one  indi- 
vidual could  not  possibly  provide — to  the  Mayor  and  other  elected  offi- 
cials to  help  them  understand  all  the  very  complex  programs  originating 
in  Washington.

The  Clerk  presented  a  communication  from  Mr.  William  C.  Walters, 
representative  of  Visitacion  Valley,  Reis  &  Paul  Improvement  Club, 
complaining  of  the  fact  that  the  City  Planning  Commission  had  granted 
the  conditional  use  permit  to  operate  the  quarry  without  giving  the  ad- 
joining property  owners  an  opportunity  to  protest;  and  calling  attention 
to  the  fact  that  although  sixty-six  percent  of  the  other  owners  of  prop- 
erty within  the  affected  area  signed  the  petition,  it  has  failed  to  qualify 
because  the  operators  of  the  quarry  own  a  majority  of  the  property 
within  the  area. 

Mr.  Walters  informed  the  Board  that  the  quarry  operators  are  not 
complying  with  all  the  terms  of  the  use  permit  and  the  property  owners 
should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 
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Request  Granted. 

Supervisor  Francois  requested  that  this  situation  be  called  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Citizens  Charter  Revision  Committee  with  the  suggestion 
that  this  and  other  problems  which  property  owners  face  in  attempting 
to  appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  City  Planning  Commission  be  consid- 
ered by  the  Committee  in  proposing  revision  of  the  Charter.

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Tamaras,  Director  of  Prop- 
erty Wallace  Wortman  stated  that  his  department  would  estimate  the 
full  market  value  of  the  Old  Mint  property  but  at  the  same  time  would 
closely  examine  the  question  of  possible  uses  to  which  the  City  could 
put  the  building  and  examine  the  various  financial  benefits  the  City 
could  derive  by  purchasing  it  for  a  specific  purpose.

Supervisor  Tamaras  said  that  in  his  opinion  the  subject  proposal  and 
the  matter  of  Alcatraz  Island  §hould  be  considered  by  a  joint  commit- 
tee with  referral  to  the  Planning  Commission  for  a  review  of  previously 
conducted  studies  and  recommendations. 
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Mr.  John  Tolan,  Deputy  for  Development,  said  that  he  did  not  feel 
the  object  at  the  present  time  was  to  determine  market  value  for  pur- 
chase by  the  City,  since  private  groups  are  attempting  to  raise  funds  for 
preservation  of  the  building.  The  groups  which  would  like  to  use  the 
property  for  a  museum  or  to  preserve  it  as  an  historical  monument 
should  have  sufficient  time  to  determine  if  they  can  raise  funds  to 
finance  permanent  maintenance.  He  said  that  the  purpose  now  is  to 
begin  negotiations  and  investigate  the  physical  condition  to  see  if  the 
building  is  safe  for  temporary  occupancy  by  City  departments.  Mr. 
Tolan  had  no  objection  to  rereferral  to  committee. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  reiterated  his  feeling  that  the  matter  of  possible 
use  of  the  Old  Mint  should  be  studied  by  a  joint  committee,  with  the 
opportunity  given  to  all  groups  to  present  proposals,  after  which  the 
committee  would  be  expected  to  report  to  the  Board  its  determination 
as  to  the  best  use  of  the  property.

Supervisor  Blake  called  attention  to  an  article  in  the  Examiner  of 
October  7  about  the  feeling  of  many  district  merchants  that  they  are 
not  adequately  represented  at  City  Hall.  Supervisor  Blake  said  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  doing  all  it  can  to  implement  programs  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  people  but  is  the  subject  of  criticism  when  these 
programs  do  not  succeed.

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  he  has  been  in  correspondence  with 
persons  in  the  Chinatown  community  and  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  relative  to  an  incident  on  August  25  where  an  elderly 
Chinese  man  died  on  the  streets  of  Chinatown  while  waiting  for  an 
emergency  ambulance. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  Dr.  Curry  had  pointed  out  that 
emergency  hospital  and  police  radio  calls  are  on  the  same  band;  there- 
fore, when  there  is  much  police  activity,  calls  for  an  ambulance  must 
wait.  In  the  past  the  Department  of  Public  Health  has  requested  funds 
for  a  separate  hospital  radio  network,  which  requests  have  been  dis- 
approved. 

Supervisor  Morrison  requested  that  the  Clerk  send  copies  of  his 
correspondence  on  this  subject  to  the  Mayor,  Chief  Administrative 
Officer  Mellon,  and  to  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  with  a 
prefatory  letter  over  Supervisor  Morrison's  signature,  urging  these 
officials  to  approve  the  1969-70  budget  request  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  for  a  separate  hospital  radio  network.

Police    regulation  requiring   Police  Officers  to   carry   firearms   at   all 
times. 

Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  the  present  crisis  in  law  enforcement 
in  San  Francisco  demands  some  new  approaches  if  the  city  is  going 
to  maintain  civil  order,  which  approaches  he  would  hope  can  be  for- 
mulated within  the  present  Charter  restrictions. 

In  the  meanwhile.  Supervisor  Morrison  requested  that  a  communi- 
cation be  directed  to  the  Police  Commission  over  his  and  Supervisor 
Francois'  signatures,  asking  for  a  review  of  the  regulation  that  requires 
police  officers  to  carry  guns  while  off-duty. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply. 

Requesting  that  existing  vacancies  in  the  uniformed  force  of  the  Police 
Department  be  filled  without  delay. 

Supervisor  Pelosi  mentioned  the  concern  of  residents  of  Alamo 
Square  about  crime  in  the  streets.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
there  are  sixty-one  vacancies  in  positions  in  the  uniformed  force  of  the 
Police  Department  in  this  period  of  social  crisis. 
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Supervisor  Pelosi,  joined  by  Supervisors  Blake  and  Ertola,  requested 
that  a  communication  be  directed  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 
advising  that  it  is  their  view — and  apparently  that  of  many  others — 
it  is  imperative  that  the  Commission  move  to  see  that  these  positions 
are  filled  immediately,  and  requesting  that  the  Board  be  advised  if  any 
legislative  action  is  required  to  assist  the  Commission. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply. 

Police  regulation  requiring  police  officers  to  carry  firearms  at  all  times. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  stated  while  he  agrees  that  occasionally  there 
is  an  unfortunate  incident  because  of  a  police  officer  carrying  a  gun 
while  off-duty,  there  have  also  been  many  occasions  on  which  an  off- 
duty  police  officer  has  come  to  the  aid  of  citizens.  Supervisor  Tamaras 
said  he  did  not  feel  that  a  change  in  the  present  rule  requiring  police 
officers  to  carry  firearms  at  all  times  is  the  answer  to  the  present  social 
situation. 

Commending  Police  Chief  Thomas  J.  CahiU. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  mentioned  that  the  latest  incident  in  which  a 
policeman  was  charged  with  murder  has  brought  forth  the  unfortunate 
statement  that  Chief  of  Police  Thomas  J.  Cahill  is  a  racist  and  should 
be  removed  from  his  appointment.  Supervisor  Tamaras  said  that 
Chief  Cahill  has  served  the  City  honorably  for  many  years  and  has 
done  more  to  integrate  the  department  than  any  chief  before  him.  He 
added  that  Chief  Cahill  enjoys  more  respect  from  the  community  than 
those  who  falsely  charge  him. 

Supervisor  Tamaras,  joined  by  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen,  re- 
quested that  a  communication  be  directed  to  the  Police  Commission 
expressing  these  views  so  the  Commission  will  be  aware  of  their  sup- 
port of  Chief  Cahill. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply. 

Purchase  of  property  on  Mount  Olympus  for  park  purposes. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  had  rejected  the  City's  request 
for  Federal  funds  for  purchase  of  real  property  on  Mount  Olympus 
for  park  purposes  because,  in  the  Department's  view,  the  area  has 
little,  if  any.  service  value  to  the  general  community. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  said  that  this  is  the  same  view  he  had  expressed 
when  this  matter  came  before  the  Board  previously.  It  would  be  a 
misuse  of  public  funds  to  buy  this  little  plot  of  ground.

Supervisor  Francois  called  attention  to  the  communication  from  the 
Alamo  Square  Association,  requesting  increased  uniformed  police 
patrols,  integrated  police  patrols,  and  better  street  and  park  lighting 
in  the  Alamo  Square  District. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  he  had  no  doubt  that  if  there  could 
be  a  large-scale  foot  patrol  by  police  officers  it  would  reduce  crime 
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in  the  streets,  but  he  suspects  the  cost  would  be  almost  prohibitive. 
Supervisor  Francois  asked  that  this  matter  be  made  the  subject  of 
hearings  before  an  appropriate  committee  so  the  Board  and  the  public 
can  get  a  clear  idea  of  the  problems  involved  relative  to  deployment  of 
men,  how  many  men  would  be  required,  and  what  the  cost  would  be. 

(Note:  The  matter  of  improved  street  and  park  lighting,  pursuant

Urban  Development  whether  or  not  there  would  be  a  likelihood  of 
Federal  funds  for  acquisition  of  the  property.  The  response  from 
HUD  was  negative.  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  has  reported 
that  it  would  give  this  property  very  low  priority  for  a  park  or  recrea- 
tion area.  There  is  an  acute  economic  problem  facing  the  property 
owners  and  a  determination  should  be  made  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
City  will  purchase  this  property. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  added  that  although  the  Committee  is 
in  sympathy  with  the  views  of  the  residents  of  Mount  Olympus,  two 
of  the  Committee  members  feel  that  this  is  the  kind  of  expenditure 
that  the  City  simply  cannot  afford  at  this  time  when  there  are  so  many 
more  critical  areas  in  need  of  development. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  stated  that  he  feels  purchase  of  this  property 
would  be  an  act  of  fiscal  irresponsibility.  The  Board  should  keep  in 
mind  the  great  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  There  are  many  items  of  much 
greater  urgency  and  priority  for  which  funds  are  lacking.  Supervisor 
Tamaras  asked  the  City  Attorney  and  Director  of  Property  to  com- 
ment on  the  possibility  of  the  City's  acquiring  air  rights  over  the  sub- 
ject properties  so  that  the  height  limits  of  any  improvements  could 
be  kept  at  a  level  which  would  preserve  the  view  from  the  existing 
park.

Mr.  Dierker  said 
he  thought  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would  do  well  to  make  every 
effort  to  stimulate  federal  funding  for  water  quality  control  purposes. 

Supervisor  Ertola  stated  that  he  will  vote  against  the  proposed  legis- 
lation, not  because  he  is  unaware  of  the  need  to  protect  the  waters  of 
the  Bay  but  because  he  feels  many  more  questions  need  to  be  answered 
before  committing  San  Francisco  to  the  expenditures  required  to 
adhere  to  this  time  schedule.

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Francois,  John  Anderson, 
Assistant  Deputy  for  Development,  advised  that  the  Mayor  is  cur- 
rently investigating  the  possible  cost  to  the  City  of  discussions  with 
the  West  Bay  Transit  Authority  relative  to  construction  of  a  rapid 
transit  system  between  San  Francisco  and  the  Airport  and  will  advise 
the  Finance  Committee  very  shortly  of  the  anticipated  costs. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Pe'osi,  Supervisor  McCarthy 
stated  that  he  had  requested — both  in  writing  and  orally  on  several 
occasions — a  report  from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  this  sub- 
ject. To  date  he  has  had  no  response  to  his  inquiries. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Pelosi.  the  Director  of 
Planning  stated  his  staff's  conclusions  at  the  present  time  are  that  an 
extension  of  the  rapid  transit  system  already  started  would  be  the  best 
means  of  transportation  to  the  Airport  and  eventually  to  a  point  beyond 
the  Airport. 

Supervisor  Morrison  urged  a  "no"  vote.  If  the  Board  wishes  a  study 
made  of  a  monorail  system  between  San  Francisco  and  the  Airport,  it 
should  ask  the  Department  of  City  Planning  and  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  to  include  it  in  their  on-going  studies.  The  Board  should 
decide  at  this  point  whether  it  really  does  want  to  build  a  'Third  Street 
El."  The  City  should  lay  down  basic  policy  and  then  decide  on  a 
means  of  carrying  out  that  policy. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  stated  that  by  having  private  industry 
undertake  these  studies  at  their  own  expense.  City  Departments  will 
be  spared  the  task  of  making  lengthy  analyses.  When  the  studies  are 
presented  to  the  Board,  they  will  be  referred  to  City  departments  for 
evaluation  and  recommendations.  The  Board's  action  today  will  not 
authorize  construction  of  a  monorail  system. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  raised  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the 
non-profit  corporation  anticipates  that  City  funds  will  be  used  to  pay 
any  debt  service  deficit  or  maintenance  and  operational  deficits  if  the 
City  enters  into  a  contractual  arrangement  with  the  nonprofit  cor- 
poration. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  he  believed  the  corporation  is  asking 
the  City  to  pay  eight  million  dollars  a  year  to  lease  the  system  from 
the  corporation. 
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In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  McCarthy,  Controller 
Cooper  stated  it  was  his  recollection  that  in  the  original  letter  of  in- 
tent submitted  by  the  corporation  there  was  a  provision  that  the  City 
lease  the  entire  system  from  the  corporation  for  a  sum  that  would  be 
sufficient  to  meet  its  financial  obligations.  Since  that  time  there  has 
been  considerable  verbal  alteration  of  that  letter  of  intent.

Cohen  said  he  interprets  the  amendment  to  mean  that  the  City  cannot 
lease  the  system  from  the  nonprofit  corporation  if  in  any  year  there  are 
not  sufficient  revenues  derived  from  the  facility.

Supervisor  Boas  stated  that  he  has  three  concerns  about  the  pro- 
posal before  the  Board  today.  The  first  stems  from  the  excellent 
report  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning  showing  a  lack  of  com- 
patability  between  monorail  and  other  systems  throughout  the  Bay 
Area.  The  second  relates  to  the  overwhelming  concern  about  the 
efi'ect  on  neighborhood  aesthetics  of  an  elevated  system.  The  third 
concern  is  that  the  proposal  should  be  before  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission at  this  time  rather  than  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Supervisor 
Boas  added  that  although  he  understands  the  subject  legislation  does 
not  bind  the  Board  to  future  action,  he  is  further  advised  that  this 
action  will  somewhat  limit  the  Board's  freedom  of  action.  Because 
of  the  concerns  he  has  expressed.  Supervisor  Boas  stated  that  he  will 
vote  "no"  on  the  subject  proposal. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  stated  he  will  vote  "no"  because  in  his  opinion, 
to  consider  construction  of  a  $117  million  public  transportation  system 
without  the  approval  of  the  electorate  shows  a  dist'ain  for  the  right 
of  the  voters  to  pass  on  such  matters,  particularly  when  there  appears 
a  strong  likelihood  that  public  funds  will  be  required  to  meet  any  de- 
ficits that  may  accrue  from  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  this 
system.  Also,  by  this  action  the  Board  will  be  on  record  as  considering 
an  elevated  structure  in  a  long-neglected  part  of  San  Francisco  which 
now  shows  promise  of  becominq  an  attractive  urban  environment.

The  remaining  items  listed  above  are  presently  being  discussed  by  in- 
dustry, other  interested  parties,  and  City  officials,  after  which  recom- 
mendations will  be  made  to  the  Board  in  accordance  with  agreements 
reached  therein.  He  added  that  prompt  passage  of  the  new  code  is 
important,  since  a  number  of  construction  projects  are  being  held  in 
abeyance  until  passage.

He 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  City  Planning  Commission  by  its 
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Resolution  No.  6215,  dated  April  11,  1968,  adopted  a  policy  requiring 
review  by  the  Commission  of  all  building  permit  applications,  using 
its  discretionary  power,  and  of  review  of  all  matters  which  may  prop- 
erly come  before  it  concerning  this  development.  He  said  he  thought 
there  was  a  strong  possibility  that  the  developers  may  want  to  change 
the  development  and  proceed  without  the  vacated  street  areas  if  they 
find  they  cannot  proceed  within  the  time  schedule  they  have  set. 

Supervisor  Morrison  urged  that  the  covenants  running  with  the  land 
be  retained  whether  or  not  the  terms  of  the  agreement  are  complied 
with.  In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Morrison  as  to  whether 
Resolution  6215  of  the  City  Planning  Commission  applies  to  any  future 
development  proposed  for  that  land.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Kenealey 
responded  that  it  does. 

In  response  to  further  questions  by  Supervisors  Morrison  and  Ertola, 
Mr.  Kenealey  stated  that  under  the  present  agreement  the  developers 
cannot  take  title  to  the  vacated  street  areas  after  December  31,  1969.

a  public  report  from  the  Director  of  Public  Health  relative  to  the 
toxic  effect  of  mace  and  how  they  view  their  responsibility  in  this  re- 
gard in  view  of  the  Board's  declaration  of  policy. 

Supervisors  Francois  and  Mendelsohn  requested  that  a  communica- 
tion be  directed  to  the  Director  of  Public  Health  over  their  signatures, 
asking  when  the  Board  might  expect  his  report  on  the  toxic  effect  of 
mace.  Supervisor  Francois  said  that  because  of  the  possible  substantial 
liability  of  the  City  that  could  result  if  the  material  is  found  to  be  per- 
manently damaging,  the  Board  should  have  some  guidance  from  the 
Director  of  Public  Health.

Supervisor  Blake  called  attention  to  reports  of  costly  damage  done 
to  the  physical  plant  at  San  Francisco  State  College  and  the  high  cost 
to  San  Francisco  taxpayers  of  maintaining  San  Francisco  policemen 
on  the  campus  to  quell  student  disorders. 

Supervisor  Blake  requested  that  communications  be  directed  to  the 
Police  Commission  and  Controller  over  his  signature  and  that  of  any 
Supervisor  wishing  to  join,  ask'ng  what  the  cost  has  been  to  the  tax- 
payers of  San  Francisco  to  date  of  policing  the  disturbances  at  San 
Francisco  State  College. 

Supervisor  Blake  added  the  request  that  the  Mayor  be  advised  of 
his  concern  about  the  costs  to  the  taxpayers  and  the  fact  that  the  sta- 
tioning of  policemen  at  the  college  campus  is  taking  men  from  duty 
in  other  areas  of  the  City. 

Supervisor  Blake  then  requested  that  communications  be  sent  the 
Governor  and  State  College  Trustees,  advising  them  of  his  concerns 
and  suggesting  that  the  National  Guard  should  be  performing  police 
work  on  the  campus  instead  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department. 
Requests  granted. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  indicated  he  wished  to  join  with  Supervisor 
Blake  in  signing  the  above-mentioned  communications.
